IN HIGH FEATHER 


FAILS TO SATISFY THE 

GENERAL OURIOSITY. 

IT 18 SUPPOSED‘ THAT HIS CONSULTA- 
TION WITH GEN. HARRISON WAS’ 
SATISFACTORY—W ANAMAKER’S FATE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 19,—Quay is now the 

Bnerowned King of the Republiean Party. 

Blaine is dethroned and prostrate. Indiana 

Republicans acknowledge Quay’s supremacy 

both in words and deeds. His stay here was of 

only 17 hours’ duration, and 8 of these hours 
were hours of darkness, yet he had scarcely an 
hour to himself. If Senator Quay were fond of 
sycophaucy, ana, to do him justice, he 1s not, he 
must have had bis fill to-day. He arose about 

8 o’clock, and carés began te pour into his 

room at the New Denison before he was 





Gressed. He responded to none, but quietly 
walked to the dining room and ate 
breakfast. The. crowd of politisians heard 


of his whereabouts,: and, swarming up tle 
marble stairs, they gatheredin front of the 
dining-room doors and watched him with un- 
@isguised admiration. At last he emerged, and, 
not taking the slighiest notice of the throng, he 
went down stairs into the main hall. There 
Co}. John ©. New awaited him, and he submitted 
for a while to be introduced te his obsequious 
subjects. But net a word escaped him except 
the stereotyped “How do you de,” “’m glad 
to see you,” “How are you.” All kinds, ef 
fulsome flattery were showered upon him, but 
he never as much as smiled. He was not only a 


menarch, but a haughty, unbending monarch 
who cared nothing for the admiration of the 
commen people and @enly desired to be left alone 
in his greatuess. 

At 9:30 Col. New took Senator Quay, Gen. A. 
L. Britton, and Gon. G. B. Williams to Gen. Har 
rison’s. The crowd of politicians was larger 
than ever, and they let their idol go with regret. 
Meanwhile ex-President Hayes sat in his bed- 
room up stairs, nobody with him but his son. 
The crowd did not want to see him, although he 
is the Grand Commander of the Loyal Legion, 
and many of the politicians who were worship- 
ping Quay are members of the order. Quay did 
not even bid his admirers good-bye. He and his 
companions drove quickly to Gen. Harrison’s. 
There Quay and the President-elect met for the 
first time. 

Each looked as though he thought, “‘Gracious, 
aren’t you any bigger?” for each is a very com- 
menplace looking man with none of the outward 
appearance of ability, except the shape of the 
bead. The whole party conversed a while about 
the inauguration arrangements. Gen. Britton, 
whois the Chairman of the Inauguration Com- 
mittee, and Gen. Williams, who has charge of a 
portion of the festivities, described to Gen. Har- 
rison what had been planned and received his 
approval. It did not take them long, for 
Gen. Harrison does not oare much 
more for parades and tun than Senator 
Quay, and they withdrew. The fateful 
hour had come. The greatest hustler the Re- 
publican Party has ever known and its chesen 
head went into secret consultation, the result of 
which many a statesman would like to know 
to-night. It is safe to say that Mr. Blaine would 
like to know what was said there, aud so would 
John Sherman and John Wanamaker and 
Thomas C. Platt. 

The man from Maine will have to wait, for 
Mr. Quay does not care tode him honor. Gen. 
Harrison and Mr. Quay remained in consulta- 
tion about two hours. They seemed to be mu- 
tually pleased. Gen. Harrison accompanied 
him to the door, and they sheok hands cordially 
at parting. 

It there was acrowd in the New Denison 
when Mr, Quay left it, if wasa mob when he 
returned. Kvery train which had arrived in 
Indianapolis during the forenoen brought mem- 
vers of the Loyal Legion and numbers of poli- 
ticians. They came not only from other towns 
and cities in {ndiana, but from California, 
Missouri, Michigan, Des Moines, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, Vincinnati, and Philadelphia. All 
wanted tosee Quay,and they filled the great 
hall of the New Denison. Naturally the Indiava 
politicians were in the van. They are not slow 
in politics, but here was the man who sould 
give the best of them lessons, Whom even. the 
great Dudley confessed tu be his superior. To 
be allowed to see him would be something. 

Attorney-General Michener, Major Moses G. 
MeLuin, and Capt. Daniel Ransdell, and other 
bright and shining lights of Indiana Repab- 
licanism took charge of Senator Quay and in- 
troduced his devotees to hia en masse, er rather 
en bloc, to be strictly Indianian 1n phrase. He 
permitted them to worship him fora few min- 
utes. Then he pleaded headache and disap- 
peared up the elevator. That was the last the 
crowd saw of him. 

At 3:50 inthe afterrsoon he started back for 
Washington. It may be remarked that Sepator 
Quay never has a headache except when he has 
wade an unusually brilliant eoup. Other men 
smile or their countenances beam or they grasp 
tneir friends’ hands efiusively. Senator Quay 
has a headache. He had a violent one on 
Nov. 7, 1888, and Kept his room in the Galt 
House aliday. When he left the elevator this 
afternoon he went to the room of his friend, 
William Cassius Goodloe of Lexington, Ky., 


ut cracked ice on his head, and 
wy down until it was time to start for 
the train. Hundredsof cards were sent to his 


own room, but in vain. None kuew of his 
hiding place,and he had peace. No one, not 
even Goodloe, gota word from him about his 
conversation with Gen. Harrison; but Col 
Goodloe, who was the head of the bureau of 
oratory at the National Republican Headquar- 
ters during the cumpaign, and whom Senator 
Quay likes as much as he does any one, told 
THE TIMES’sS correspondent that he was satistied 
that Quay had got what he wanted. * That 
headache was asure sign,” said Col. Geodloe. 

John Wanamaker will be a member of Gen. 
Harrison’s Cabinet. 

Col. Goodloe eame to Indianapolis to attend 
the meeting of the Loyul Legion. He 1s eon- 
tent to rest his fame upor the word * speli- 
binder,” and affirms that he does not want a 
piace in the Cabinet, although he has been 
gtrenuously pushed as a candidate by the Ken- 
tucky Republicans. He said to THE TIMES'S 
correspondent to-day: ‘‘ The Cabinet bee is not, 
and never has been, in my bonnet. I 
may add, while on the subject, that [ 
have received ietters from various sections of 
tbe State expressing a desire to see me in the 
Cabinet and cordially tendering their friendly 
oltises. I have discouraged every movement 
ja my bebaif, and now state unbesitat ingly 
that I do not expect, hope for, or desire a 
position in President Harrison’s Cabinet. Not 
that I underestimate its importance or honors, 
but the hand of destiny does not lead me 
in that direction. Any friend of mine ie at 
liberty to lend a helping hand’ to any one else 
whose ambition and services may render his 
selection either desirable or probable. I think, 
however, that Gen. Harrison, whom by the way 
Ibave not seen since the campaign ef 1884, 
may be safely trusted tc form a Cabinet that 
will meet the approval of the entire Kepublican 
Party.” 

Gen. Harrison has had more callers to-day 
than on any day since hé was elected, especially 
after Senator Quay went away. The eity is full 
ef members of the Luyai Legion, who this even- 
ing formed an enextopment for the State of 
Indiana, of which Gesu.

THE WATER IN THE WATUPPA? PONDS 

AT AN UNUSUAL HEIGHT. ry 
Fatt River, Mass., Dec. 19.—The un- 
precedented rainfall of the past few months has 
raised the water in the Watuppa, Ponds to an. 
unusual height for this*time of year and is, 
causing the municipal: authorities and many 
manufacturers a good’ deal of anxiety. The 
Watuppa Ponds extend along the eastern edge 
of the city for adistance of over three miles 
and have an area of over 5,000 acres and an 
immense watershed. They are the source of 
the city water supply, aud their outlet, the 
Quequechon, or Fall River, from which the 
city takes its name,; flows directly {through 
the centre of the business part of the 


olty. The ponds are 130 feet above tide- 
water, and the great fall of the out- 
let, which empties into Mount Hope Bay, 
rendered it a valuable water privilege, and in 
the early days, before steam succeeded water 
power, gave the townits start in manufacturing. 
Just at present the ponds and their single outlet 
are &@souree of threatened danger. The water 
is higher than has ever been known since a 
record has been Kept, and that is for over 50 
years. Every effort is being made to keep the: 
rising waters from overflowing their bounda- 
ries and sweeping down through the heart ef 
the city carrying destruction in their path. 
This danger is one which has never threatened 
the city before but onee, and that was more 
than 50 years ago, when Fali River was a vil- 
lage, and the trouble then was a weakened 
dam which threatened to give way, and every 
able-bedied man in the village was at work from 
Saturday night till late Sunday building a new 
dam of cotton bales and sand. The dams now 
are stronger, but they have not been tested in a 
flood. The outlet, which is over a mile in 
length, is bordered that entire distance by mills 
and other valuable property. It passes directly 
in the rear of the costly Post Office building and 
directly under the new City Hallbuilding. Italso 
passes under the main street and under several 
large business blocks and half a dozen mills. 
The tunnels through which it passes are cal- 
culated to carry a much larger quantity than 
the regular flow of water, but wita the present 
flow of water through them it is feared they 
weuld not be able to stand another sudden rise 
in the ponds. 

City Engineer Borden says thatif the regular 
channels should prove inadequate to carry off 
the water the overflow would naturally be in 
tlie vicinity of the Troy Dam, which is back of the 
Post Office, and that the water would find its 
way down Bedford, Pocasset, and Central 
streets and down we hill. He thinks that the 
precautions whieh are heing taken will be sufti- 
cient to avert danger. The miils which control 
the ‘troy Dam and the various gates at the mills 
along the stream are taking every possible 
means to prevent anovertiow. The gates are 
kept open night and day and every effort is 
being made to carry off the waterfrom the 
ponds? to the bay. In spite of this the ponds 
are barely kept from overflowing the high-water 
limit, and a continuation of the unprecedented 
rainfall is dreaded. 


THREE MEN DROWNED. 











BY THE FALLING OF A RAILWAY 


BRIDGE IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 
Concorpb, N. H., Dee, 19.—The Concord 
Railway bridge at Hookset fell this morning, 
carrying with it nine men, three of whom were 
drowned. Master Bridge Builder Patterson of 
the Concord Railroad,: who was at Hookset 
when the accident occurred, says that a force of 
11 meu was at work on the middle ofthe twin 
bridges when, about 11 o’clocksa erackling of 


iron and timbers was heard, and before any one 
eould escape the bridge moved and was precipi- 
tated over the falls into the water. 

Nine of the eleven men went ever the falls, 
three ef them being drowned. T'wo of them in 
s0mme Manner got upon the ice above and @id 
not go over the falls. One of the drowned men 
was Silas Goodale of Hookset, who had been 
Mr. Patterson’s foreman fpr several years, 
Eugene Ferrier of Nashua was another of the 
drowned men. The third was an unknown 
Frenchman. Mr. Patterson saw Goodaie just 
before he was carried over, but discovered no 
trace of him later. 

The men who escaped aid so by elinging to 
portions of the bridge and floating to places of 
safety, from which they were taken in boats. 
Mr. Pattersen succeeded in getting ona large 
boulder, Where be remained until rescued. N. 
J. Bluto, a lineman of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, whe belongs in Northern New, 
York, was on the bridge and went through the 
falls, aud When recevered he was feund to be 
badly bruised about the lower limbs. <A laborer 
named Fleming, who belongs in Suncook, was 
also very badly hurt. None of the reseued men 
were futajly injured. The bodies of those 
drowued have not been recovered. The bridge 
was supposed to have been firmly stayed by the 
heavy timbers, and the accident is solely at- 
tributed to the iee and the high water, which 
Started the supports.

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THE ZANZIBAR TROUBLES 


AOCOUNTS OF TERRIBLE NA- 
TIVE MASSAORES. 

THE SULTAN’S BLOODTHIRSTY POLICY’ 
—A FIERCE TRIBAL WAR-—SLAVERY, 
THE CAUSE OF THE REBELLION. 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—A dispatch from Zan- 
zibar says that in pursuance of the Sultan’s 
orders four natives who were awaiting trial for 
murder were horribly and cruelly executed in 
the streets of the tewn, their heads cut off, and 
their bodies left where they had fallen, exposed 
and unguarded, untii the evening of the day of 
execution. The Sultan has also ordered that 24 
prisoners, including one woman, who had been 
sentenced for life, be put to death mm a similar 
manner during the next week,a few to be 
executecd each day. The British Consul has 
vainly protested against these atrucitios. The 
Sultan has proclaimed that in the future he will 
be guided by the Mahommedan lawenly. He has 
bestowed the power of capital punishment on 
the local Governors, and has ordained that their 
sentences sball net be subject to appeal. 

News has been received of an outbreak be- 
tween the Arusha and Masai tribes, Tne former 
tribe had enticed the Masai warriors into a 
cow-lifting expedition, and during their absence 
the Arushas raided the Masai settlement, mas- 
sacred the old men and women and children, 
and seized the yeung women for concubines.’ 
They also carried off 14,000 head of cattle. 
The Masai warriora returning from tho expedi- 
tion and finding their homes devastated, la- 
mented for three days and then began a war 
against the Arushas which will probably last 
tor three years and result in the devastation of 
the country west ef the Kilima-Njaro Mountain. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Zapzibar announces that the Ger- 
man Club ‘there is about to be closed, and de- 
clares that serious results will follow. He says 
that there are continueus riots in Zanzibar, 
created by unemployed and drunken Germans, 
and that the matter loudly calls for stern inter- 


position on the part of the German Govern- 
ment. 


BERLIN, Dec. 19.—The Director of the 
German Plantation Company says that no in- 
structions have been sent to Zanzibar to mi- 
erate to Borneo, and that there must be some 
mistake in the report to that effeot. 





The existence of trouble on the east coast 
of Africa has been made evident during the past 
mouth from the cable dispatches coming in 
quick succession from Zanzibar and the belea- 
guered stations on the mainland. These dis- 
patches show thatthe Zanzibar country is ina 
state of rebellion,and that the German colony on 
the mainland would have been wiped out of ex- 
istence but for the hurried dispatch of vessels- 
of-war with double crews from’ Germany to the 
scene of the disturbance. Furthermorefwe learn 
that the Sultan of Zanzibar has nearly lost his 
throne; that the whole Arab population in 
Africa is arrayed against the Europeans, and, 
finally, that 2,000 miles of African coast is 
being guarded by the warships of Engiaad, 
France, Germany, and Portugal. These aro 
some of the events which the cable has enabled 
the newspapers of the day to chronicle from 
time to time, and row that the powers of Eu- 
rope are taking @ hand in the difficulty the in- 
ee in the **East Afriean question” increases 
ally. 

_ The present diffieulty on the coast of Africa 
is a directouteome of slavery. To properly re- 
alize the situatiom prior to the present rebellion 
necessitates a study of the slave traffic which 
has been carried on between the east ceast of 
Africa and the Mohammedan countries during 
the past 300 years. This traftic England, 
France, Germany, Portugal, and the Papal 
power are now exerting their efforts to suppress 
and crush out of existence the temporal powers 
by a arene blockade of the whole Zanzibar 
coas 

It is well known that the continent of Africa 
has been open to colonization ever since the 
veyage of Vasco de Gama in 1499, and to see to 
what extent this colouization has been earried 
on the charts show that the British have possus- 
sions at tie Ca)\:e of Good Hope, Sierra Leone, 
Natal, and on the Gold Coast, that the French 
have possessions, aside from Algeria, in Sene- 
gal and Gambia, and thaton the east coast in 
Mozambique and on the west in Angola and 
Benguela the Portuguese are strongin the de- 
pendencies which they there possess. 

During the last five years Germany has joined 
the ranks of colonizers in Atrica, and the ad- 
vance of this nation has been so steady and at 
the same time quiet that were it net for the at- 
tention suddenly aroused in ail Europe few 
Germans and fewer foreiguers weuld have 
realized the amount of work that has already 
been done in Africa by the German companies. 
At the present time there are six companies in 
Germany carrying out the plans of colonization, 
all haviug originated fromthe ‘‘ Deutsch-Ostaf- 
rikanischen Company.” 

This ** East African Company” was organized 
about five years ago with the German Emperor 
atits head. Its sole object in colonizing other 
lands was to effect the spread of German power, 
Irregardless of any pecuniary return to the 
company. By providing German territery out- 
side of the ** Fatheriand” homes are established 
for the surplus population, at the same time re- 
taining to Germany the people who would be 
merged in other nations were they to emigrate 
to foreign lands. When this company cast 
about tor territory for a colony in Africa it se- 
lected the country forming part of the dumin- 
ions of the Sultan of Zanzibar. Negotiations 
resulted in the securing of some 20,000 German 
square wiles, extending eix degrees along the 
coast back of the ten-mile strip belonging to the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, and thence across the conti- 
tent to the Congo State. Two seaports were 
secured—Dares Salam and Pauyani—each 
belng the terminus of a great caravan route. 

The charter granted. the company on its ac- 
quirement of this territory gives almost sover- 
eign rights, but where serious criminal cases 
are to be tried decision is rendered by the Con- 
sul-General at Zanzibar.’ International rights 
were also obtained forthe new German terri- 
tory anda system of tolls arranged whereby 
the Sultan of Zanzibar receives 5 per cent. on 
all products carried through his territory. Al- 
though there has beer no official support by the 
German Governinent until now, it has always 
been understeod that the association of such 
names as the Emperor, the Prince of Pless, and 
the Duchess of Saxe-Weimar amoug the mem- 
bers of tne “East African Company” has virt- 
ually denoted royal support. 

Dr. Peters, who has been the prime mover in 
allattempts at German colonization, led the 
tirst band of colonists from Germany. He was 
accompanied by five oflicers of the German 
Army, furloughed in erder that they might joia 
the expedition. Stations were established 
throughout the territory, and their defense 
placed in the Lands of acorps of 400 native 
troops. These troops were officered by the 
Germans. Later on two more bands: were sent 
out from’‘Germany, each conaisting of 25 people. 
These numbers have been augmented trom time 
to time by smaller acquisitions. At the break- 
ing out of the rebellion there were about 100 
Germans in the colony. 

As remarked before, the eolonization so far 
effected is the work of 8ix companies. Some of 
these companies have as,many as 15,000 mem- 
bers on their rolls, including some of the moat 

rominent names in Germaay. The German 

Jolonization Society devotes itself to atirring 
up public enthusiasm through the medium of 
the press and public gatherings. There are 
8,000 members on its rolls. 

The German Wituland Society has for its ob- 
ject exploratien and exploitation. 

The German East African Plantation Society 
deals with the development of plantations in 
e annexed territory and the growing of to- 

acco. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of these combined 
companies it has been no easy watter to recruit: 
the ranks ef the colonists. The domestic char- 
acteristics of the German race have made the 
Fatherland far aearer than the prospective 
homes in distaut lands, and it has only been 
from the result of enforced eviction due to the 
increase in population that the Germans find 
themselves looking for homes elsewhere. As 
soen as the GeMmans had established their 
stations in the aequired territory a vigorous, 
home-like, well-nigh Bisimarckian policy was 
put in operatien. Now, it must be borne in 
— that the territory bought by the Germans 
was inhabited by tribes who were far advanced 
ahead of the heathen hordes itn the interior in 
the matter of civilization. Tre result of this 
new German rule over the natives was evident 
from the first to one acquainted with the tribes 
of Zanzibar. Outbreaks were continually occur- 
ring, and the little corps of 400 men was se- 

, Verely taxed in its efforts te quell insurrection. 

The German power, hewever, continued to In- 
crease until within the last two months, when, 
like the rush of a whirlwind, the natives rose in 
one great rebellion as terrible in its object as 
the sepoy rising in India, The colonists were 
forced back to the Sultan's dominions and were 
saved from annihilation only py the arrival of 
the German mon-of- war. 4 

The Sultan of Zanzibar has been playing such 
& prominont part in the present trouble as to 
lead us to inquire concerning the eountry ever 
which he olaims suzerainty. The territory of 
the Sultan lies between Cape Delegado and 
Magdasbooa. On the north aro the independent 
trides of Gallas and Somaal, and on the south

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the Portuguese possessions in Mozambique. On 
the west is the German territery tn question. 
The. extent of the eoast is nearly 1,200 miles, 
indented by numerous smal! bays and studded 
with islands. At akout the central part of the 
coast is the island and town of Zanzibar, the 
residence of the Sultan, and the capital of the 
Zanzibar country. 

Until the Germans bought their present lands 
the Sultan’s dominions had no defined limit to 
the westward, about the same cendition as now 
characterizes the western boundary ef the Ger- 
man territory. In the interior are herdes of 
heathen tribes, the booty of the,slave traflickers, 
Over these heathen tribes the authority of the 
Sultan was never even bominai. In fact, the 
Sultan was litfle else than a foreign enemy to 
all outside of his island homes Like most trop- 
ical countries the soil of Zanzibar is very rich. 
The climate, however, is so bad that only those 
acclimated can with any safety attempt to till 
the soil. Cereals grow in abundance, as dees 
also sugar cane, melons, and pumpkins. 

The island of Zanzibar is considered by many 
observers of far greater value than the whole 
of the mainland territory. Itis only 25 miles 
from the African coast, about 50 miles in 
length, and some 25 in breadth. Small as the 
island is, its yield is tremendous, supporting a 
populatiozn equaiinu number to all the tribes in 
the German possessions, 

The people of Zanzibar are of all nations... At 
certain times of the year the city contains a 
population of 100,000, of whom 30,000 are 
Arabs, Turks, and natives of India, engaged in 
the slave traffic or the selling of wares in the 
city of Zanzibar. 

The Arab landed proprietors constitute the 
most influential class on the island and serve 
as the mainstay to the Sultan in all money mat- 
ters. ‘Lhey form a sort of aristocracy, possess- 
ing landed titles, and baving feudal power over 
their lands and property. The shopkeepers, 
and those with whom Europeans mostly come 
in contact, are all natives of India, driven to 
the islund during the season of the terrible 
moneoons. 

Some idea can be formed of the commercial im- 
portance of Zanzibar when itis known that the 
exports in one year reached $3,000,000 and the 
imports $3,500,000, The executive power of the 
Sultan is represented by a standing army of 
1,400 men. This bedy of troops manages to 
preserve order in the city of Zanzibar, virtually 
doing police duty. 

This, then, was the country the Germans 
feund on their arrival. Dr. Peters soon ob- 
served that immense numbers of captives were 
being carried from the interior to the coast, aad 
learned that the practice had been going on 
from time immemorial. The doctor evidently 
bad littis knowledge of the question of the trat- 
tic, for he supposed that his orders to arrest 
all slave agents would immediately put a stop 
to the practice. With one accord the Arab pop- 
ulation rose en masse to resent the Germans 
who had put a check on a traffic their ancestors 
had engaged in fortwo centuries past, and out 
of which many of the present generation had 
become wealthy or were growing rich in the 
business. The redeilion becoming so great and 
the lives of German subjects being threatened 
caused decisive action to be taken by the Ger- 
man Government. Several vessels of war were 
immediately dispatched to Zanzibar, there to 
protect the colonists and restore the authority 
of the Suitan, who had incurred the displeasure 
of the Arabs. The Sultan, however, is again in 
favor with his favorites, and bitterly utters in- 
vectives against the encroaching white man, 
This prompt action on the part of Germany, 
accompanied aa it has been by the speeches of 
Count Herbert Bismarck and others, leaves no 
doubt asto the foreign policy of the present 
Emperer. Germany has now placed herself 
ameug the colonizing nations of the world. She 
means to maintain her authority away from 
home, and to encourage and foster all attempts 
of her subjects to increase German prestige in 
foreign lands. 
The size of the slave traffic induced Germany 
to present tothe * powers” of Europe a plan for 
co-operation in its suppression. Eugiland, 
France, and Portugal have responded, and Car- 
dinal Lavigerie is exerting himself on behalf of 
the Pope to induce those powers who are yet 
holding back to join in the combined move- 
ment. The United States has taken as yet no 
action, although just prior to eur civil war 
American vessels of war combined with those 
of Great Britain in the suppreesion of the slave 
trade between the west coast of Africa and 
America, ’ 
The demand fer slavesin the Mohammedan 
countries necessitates a supply, the trattic in 
which has long been the mest lucrative carried 
on in Africa. The attempt to destroy this tratlic 
by dealing with the supply alone has heretofore 
proved not more effective than would have 
been an attempt to prevent water from ftinding 
its level. In three centuries, according tv a. 
careful French writer, wore tian 50,000,000 
slaves have been taken from Africa. The 
prineipal countries to which the siaves are 
taken from East Africa are Turkey, Egypt, 
Persia, Tunis, Moroeco, and Madugascar, ‘The 
rulers of each of these countries have at sep- 
arate times declared their intention of suppress- 
ing the traftic within their respective domin- 
ions. Yet the trafiic continues. The real reuson 
of its existence is explained by the lethargy 
evinced by the European powers during the 
past 30 years in not stamping it out. 
It is said that the second generation of ne- 
groes is rarely foundin Turkey and that the 
third is never seen. Hence the demand for 
fresh victims creates an ever-flowing stream 
from Africa. It is melaneholy to think that 
England and America, the two foremost coun- 
tries and the two freest in the world, should 
have appeared so long indiffereat to the sub- 
ject. England is now making amends for her 
past idleness by watching like a lynx for every 
Arab dbhow on the African coast. 
At the present writing the whole coast of Zan- 
zibar is in a etate of blockade due to the united 
action of England, Germany, France, and Por- 
tugal. The English bave on the cuast nine ves- 
sels of war, the Germans three, the French one. 
The Portuguese have dispatched a pumvper of 
small gunbeats, the number of which we. are 
unable to give at the present writing. Notwith- 
standing this force on the blockade considerable 
complaint is heard in England that the vessels 
flying the British flag are not adapted to the 
work; that the majority are too large and draw 
too great an amount of water. It iscertain, how- 
ever, that good work is being done, if one cun 
judge from the reports of captures constantly 
coming in, The Arabs have recently gotten up 
a monster petition to the European powers 
complaining of the hardship which this blockade 
eatails on their business—"* slave trafficking.’ 
It is hardly likely that German authority will 
be restored in the Zanzibar country before a 
year elapses. This ia the opinion of Lieut. Wiss- 
mann, who has been so clesely associated with 
Dr. Peters in the African work., It is expectea 
that Italy will send a naval forse to 60-operrate 
on the African coast, as the King has expressed 
himself as so disposed. 
The real cause of the present trouble is de- 
noted by the word ‘‘alavery,” though its im- 
mediate cause, as expressed by Lord Salis- 
bury, ‘“‘ May be due to the errors of the German 
company.” ‘* Their experience of Oriental 
habits and characteristics is not suiticient,’” he 
ebserves. And, continuing, he says: ‘‘ITam 
disposed to think that there is much basis for 
the belief that the slave traders’ resentment has 
been potent cause of the rising.” Whether tne 
“powers” will be able to effectually stamp out 
the traffic remains to be seen. As to their abil- 
ity to restrain 1t there can be no doubt. 
It is to be regretted that the American flag is. 
not fiyiug among the squadrons suppressing an 
‘‘evil” against whieh this country has certainly 
taken a stand, the nature of which cannot be 
dented. very true American can but wish a 
speedy termination to the rebellion and a vigor- 
ous blockade on the slave coast of far-a way- 
Afriea.

Avuausta, Ga., Dec. 19.—A horrible acci- 
dent has just robbed ahome here of a lovely 
young girl. John Bladdon, a carpenter, went 
home last night under the influence of liquor. 
He had in his room an old army rifle, which he 
took down and began to Jead. It was dis- 
charged, The bali tore its way through a parti- 
tion and the head of a bed in an adjeining room, 
lodging in the side of his 12-year-old daughter 
Maggie who was playing with her small brother. 

Bladdon heard his daughter’s screams, and 
found her writhing im agony. Before the child 
died she called her father to her side and, taking 
his hand, told him she knew it was an accident. 
She was dying, she said. Would not her papa 
promise her not to drink any more. The police 
investigated the affair, but are satisfied that it 
was an accident. 





A OLOSE CONGRESSIONAL FIGHT. 

San Francisco, Dec. 19.—This evening 
men employed by Republieans to keep the tally 
of the vote for Congress in the Fifth District 
reported a net gain of 82 for Phelps, Repub- 
lican, which gives him a majority of 31 over 
Clunie, Democrat, to whom the certificate of 
election has been issued. ‘The Democrats dis- 
pute the correctness of this unofficial record, 
alleging that the official recount will inerease 
rather than diminish Clunie’s vote. Phelps will 
contest Clunie’s election before the next House. 
If that body is Organized by the Republicans 
Clunie will surely be unseated.

FRENCH PATRIOTS AROUSED 


ASKED TO SAVE THE REPUB- 
LIC FROM BOULANGER. 
CHALLEMEL-LACOUR CREATES GREAT 
ENTHUSIASM IN. THE SENATE—PRE- 
MIER FLOQUET' TRIES TO EXPLAIN.) 
Paris, Dec. 19.—In the Senate to-day, 
during the debate on the budget, M. Challemel- 
Lacour said the present was not the moment to 
consider French tinances, but ‘the future of 
France. He coudemned the policy now pur- 
sued in the schools, which, he said, struck at 
the root of the traditional principles of par- 
ental control The main cause of oxisting 
evils, he deciared, was radicalism, which re- 
lentlessly pursued the old founders of the re- 
public and gave promises that were impossible 
to fulfill, France had abandoned the most 
glorious of monarchies and was about to fall at 
the feet of the least of men. The Cabinet's 
duty was to cheek the movement toward the 
abyss, but instead of doing this the Cabinet 
was hastening the movement. It was time to 
return to a policy of goed sense. He appealed 
to the Kight to unite with the party of the Left, 
which was the upholder of order and liberty, 
and together save the country. 
The speech created a sensation, and at its 
conclusion the Senators arose en masse and en- 
thusiastically cheered the orator. M. Léon Say 
moved that the speech be printed and posted in 
public places throughout the country. It was 
ultimately aecided that M. Say’s motion should 
not be voted on until the next sitting. 
Premier Fioguet remarked that the speech of 
M. Chullemel-Lacour might be analyzed as an 
act of repentance and an act of good faith. M. 
Challemel-Lacour had urged that I’rance should 
look to the Right for salvation. Several Sena- 
tors protested against this remark, M. Floquet 
asked fora few moments’ forbearance. Con- 
tinuing, he said that he had not solicited the 
power which had been imposed upon him; but 
during office he had tried to eflect_a concentra- 
tion of the parties on the Left. The Cabinet's 
policy iad beén wise and republican. In form- 
ing that policy he had introduced a proposal to 
re-establish single-member constituencies in 
order to be able te continue the struggle. M. 
Floquet at this point suddenly left the tribune. 
His action oaused general astonishment. 
M. Say warmly approved M. Challemel-La- 
ceour’s speech. He said he regretted the reply 
made by M. Floquet, and declared that the 
Premier had not risen to the occasion. 
A great uproar thereupon ensued. 
M. Tolain defended the policy of the Ministry, 
and contended thatthe whole evil was caused 
by the Conservatives refusing to adhere to the 
repubhe, 
M. Floquet announced that he would, if nec- 
essary, introduce new legislation to combat the 
Boulargist danger.

THE PRINCE OF WALES DKNOUNCED— 

*G@LADSTONE STARTS FOR ITALY. 
LONDON, Dec. 19.—The announcement of 
the disbandment of the Honorable Artillery 
Company has caused a sensation, and the action 
of the Prince of Wales, which led to the disor- 
ganization of the ancient body is unfavorably 
commented upon by both the press and people, 
The Zimes declares that the company was 
treated as if it had mutinied on the fieid of bat- 
tle. Itsays the Government stores, field bat- 
tery guns, and infantry rifles which were 
in the company’s possession have been 
withdrawn from its armory and taken 
to Wooiwich. The St. James’s Gazetle 
says the company’s offense consisted in re- 
fusing toindorse a proposal of the Prince of 
Wales to vote £500 for military purposes. The 
Globe characterizes the treztment of the com- 
pany as monstrous. The all Mall Gazette says 
the Prince of Wales has made a remarkable 
blunder which would. be characteristic of an 
infatuated Stuart or a pragmatic Bourbon, It 
adds that it he behaved as sovereign as he has 
bebaved as Captain of this company his tenure 
of the throne would be brief.

STATE CANVASSERS PROTEST. 
DENYING THAT THEY DISFRANCHISED 


VOTERS ON THE AMENDMENT. 
ALBANY, Dec. 19.—The situation in regard 
to the position taken by the State Board of Can- 
vassers as to the allegations widely printed that 7 
certain votes upen the question of the proposed 
amendment to section 6 of Article VL of the’ 
Constitution of this State were rejected by the 
board is expressed in the following statement: 
No votes on that question were’ rejected by 
that board. Allofthe returns were tabulated 
in the usual form, and the result was declared 
aceording to precedent and exactly in acvord- 


anes with the course pursued in the eanvass of 
1386 in relation to the question of helding a 
Constitutional Convention, when there wefe in- 
formalities in the returns of County Clerk, sim- 
ilar to these which have given rise to so much 
adverse criticism recently. 

The official canvass just printed shows pre- 
cisely what was done bythe Board of State 
Canvassers in relation to this matter. They first 
made a ** statement of the whole number of votes 
given, as provided in and by chapter 296, Laws 
of 1883, in relation to the proposed amendment 
to section six of the Constitution at a general 
election heid in said State on the 6th duy 
of November, 1888, wherein the several coun- 
ties in which the sald votes were given are dis- 
tinguished.” In this statement are set down a 
literal transcript of the returns made by the 
several Couuty Clerks by grouping mm columns 
the figures for eachcounty, under the respective 
headings, the votes which were similar in the 
returns, 

In 58 of the 60 eounties of the State 310,696 
votes are given “Fer the proposed amendment 
to section 6 of Article VI. ef the Constitution,” 
and 50,143 “against the proposed amendment 
to section 6 of Article VI. of the Constitution.” 
in New York County, under a general heading 
“For the proposed amendment,” is given 181,- 
131 “for” and 4,880 “against.” In Oneida Coun- 
ty 6,287 are given “‘for the proposed amend- 
ment” and 799 “against the proposed amend- 
ment.” Under the heading ‘‘ Whole number of 
vetes” is given the total vote of eaeh of the 
counties, including New-York and Oneida, and 
a grand total of 554,261, which ineludesall of the 
votes cast in relation to the question, excenrting 
324, which were returned as scattering, blank. 
and detective. 

in conclusion the canvassers declare ‘‘that 
the greatest number of votes given at said 
election in relation to said proposed amend- 
ment, were given ‘‘For the proposed awend- 
menut to section 6 of: Article VI. of thé Con- 
stitution,” and that the said proposed amend- 
ment has been approved and ratified by a 
majority of the electors qualitied to vote for 
members: of the Legislature voting thereon at 
such election. Nowhere is any reference made 
to the rejection of any votes, nor has any elector 
of this great State beeu disfranchised on this 
auestion by the action of the State Canvassers, 
although nearly 60 per cent. of the voters chose 
to disfranchise themselves on this subjeet by 
refraining from veting on the matter.

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COMPROMISE: 
SENATE BILL TO BE 

PASSED~-ON JAN. 21. 

BY AGREEING TO LIMIT THE DEBATE. 
DEMOCRATS "WILL GET A RECESS—) 
THE SPIRIT OF FIGHT WANES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Democratia 

Senators will have their holiday recess and the 
Republican Senators will have a final vete on 
the Tariff bill at least 10 days before the 1st of 
February. This is the upshot of the game of 
bluff played by the Republicans yesterday and 
the series of party caucuses and joint confer- 
ences which were held to-day. 
When the Democrats, by their vigorous pro- 
testa, forced Mr. Morrill to postpone further 
consideration yesterday of his night-sessions 
resolution and the recess resolution, word was 
passed around among the Republicans that 
anether caucus weuld be held this morn- 
ing. At this caucus it was frankly admitted 
that the attempt to bull-deze the Democrats 
into permitting the Tariff bill to be railroaded 
through the Senate could not be carried vu 
The question then was what sort of a compro- 
mise could be offered to the Democrats. After 
a good deal of discussion the question was 
answered by authorizing Messrs. Shorman and 
Morrill to say to the Democrats that the Repub- 
licans would consent to a holiday recess, and 
give up night sessions for the present 1f the 
Democrats would agree to let the bill be.put 
upon its passage ou or before Jan. 16. As 
Messrs. Harris and Vest were the authorized 
representatives of the Democratic Senators, 
Messrs, Sherman and Morrill seught them out 
after the Senate convened and presented to 
them the Republican proposition. The Demo- 
crats thought Jan. 16 was rather early to close 
up the tariff discussion, but aftersome talk they 
accepted the proposal, subievet to the approval 
of their party associates in caucus. It was 
therefore arranged to adjourn the Senate eary 
that the Democrats might confer together. 
The prepdsal was soon known to ail the Dem- 
ocratic Senators, and long before they met in 
caucus the Republicans were given to under- 
stand that the Democrats were not all satistied 
with the outlook. The result of the Democratic 
caucus Was a counter proposition that the holl- 
day recess should end on Jan. 2, instead ef tho 
7th; that there should be no night sessions, and 
that tho final vote on the Tariff bill should be 
taken on Jan. 21. It was also decided to find no 
fault with the proposal to begia the day sittngs 
at 11 instead of 12 o’ciook. 
Tnis Democratic proposal will be submitted 
to the Republican Representatives to-morrow 
morning, and the Democrats have nodoubt that 
it will be accepted. .Their contidencve is prob- 
ably well grounded, for the chief anxiety of the 
Republicans has been to get the biil over to 
the House of Representatives before Feb. 1, 
which they well know cannet be done without 
the consent of their opponents, They,are, 
therefore, net likely to stand vut very long for 
the 16th as the date of the vote, especially as 
the Democrats are willing to lop off five days 
froma the recess as proposed by the House. It 
is now expected, therefore, that the whele mat- 
ter will be settled aud ratified to-morrow in 
time for the joint recess resolution to be mod 
fied in accordance with the compromise.

The Democratio spirit of fight has decidedly 
run downinthe Senate. A few days ago the 
Democratic Senators were expressing a de- 
termination to contest the passage of the manu- 
facturers’ tariff bill to the last, to cail the Re- 
publicans to the strictest account for every line 
In it, and to resort te every proper means of 
preventing it from going to the House in ita 
present shape. A faint effort bas been 
lnade to carry out this determination, but 
under the influence of a desire for a Christ- 
inas holiday the Demuvcratic resolution ap- 
pears to have ooze@ out. [f the disposi- 
tion that has been manifested to-day is con- 
tirmed to-morrow, the Republican Senators will 
Nave secured for the giftof a holiday to the 
Demecrats, the beon of passing a Dill which 
tpey did not expect to get through the Senate 
atall. The House will be allowed to go howe 
fer 12 days, with the understanding that on or 
about Jan. 21 it shall accept from tke Senate 
the Tariff bill which the Democratic Sevators 
are about toexpress their inability to discuss 
longer than thet date. That will give to the 
Senators 20 days of discussion ef the billion 
Commitise of the Whole and in tke Senate, 
There ma, ~e interruptions to consider the ap- 
propriation bills that are now going vver to the 
Senate from the House with great rapidity. 

When the Senate Tariff bill reaches the House, 
if it gets there by Jan. 22, there will be jusi 50 
days leftin which the Ways and Means Com- 
mnittes can consider and report upen the Senate 
substitute. It will probably not report it at all, 
nor even give it an opportuiity of dropping 
inte the possession of a conference committee. 
Before the 30 days have begun to pass the 
House will be crowded with tbe late appropria- 
tion bills and occupied with the discussion of 
conferences reports on appropriation bilis upen 
which there is a differenve of opinion between 
the two houses. The Ways and Meaus Com- 
yittes will have to bear the end of the tariff 
tight as they did the beginning of it. 

The Democratic burden has been borre in the 
Senate by a very few Senators, and the fa:ure 
of a large number to participate in the utseue- 
sion is a plainindication of lack of Intersat and. 
thoroughness of study. Ifhalf a dvezen Demo- 
crats had wade as careful preparation for the 
work before them as half a dozen Repubilcans 
who can be named, the public would be & 
great deal better acquaiuted at the ciose of the 
Senate fight with the rankness of the manu- 
facturers’ bill

As the Republican Senators were not pre- 
pared to resume the ettort to scare the Demo- 
crats out of their opposition to the Tariff bill, 


which wasted so much time yesterday, more 
than usual progress was made with the measure 
to-day. The paragraphs regarding ead in the 
metal schedule were the tirst in erder, the first 
of them being that which put a duty of llg 
cents a pound on jead ore and lead dross, with 
a provise that the same duty should be paid on 
lead ore coutaining silver and silver ore oon- 
taining lead. 

Mr. Reagan expressed his opinion that lead 
ore and lead dross cught to be free of duty, bub 
offered no amendment to that effect, saying be 
would do so on some future day. Mr. Teller de- 
Giared that the committee did right in putting 
the duty on lead ore, and Mr. Stewart aise eb- 
jected to the idea ef free ore 2s one which 
would very seriously injure gold and silver 
mining. ‘the discussion finally led Mr. Reagan 
to move to strike out the provisy that lead ore 


containing silver aad silver ore contain- 
ing lead should pay a duty of 14. cents 
a pound. The Nevada Senator pointed 


out that in reality lead orc now came in free 
because it contained a little silver, and ne op- 
posed the amendment. Mr. Teller aiso criticized 
the preposal as designed to prostrate the lead 
industry and te close most of the silver mines 
which were protitubly worked because of the 
lead ore taken out with the silver. Mr. Cove 
backed up his colleague in support of the wmend- 
ment, which woula leave tbe present law un- 
changed. Mr. Stewart made another speech, 
and then the Reagan amendment was desnated 
by the regular party vote. 

Mr. Reagan at once proposed to reduce firom 
1% cents to% of a cent a pound thei daty 
on lead ore and Jead dross,an amendment 
which met the same fate as the previous 00.8. 
Mr. Vance proposed to fix the daty on lead In 
pigs and bars, lead wire, old refuse, &e., at 1% 
cents 2 pound instead of the 2 conts proposed 
by the Finance Committee. 

On this amendment Mr. Vourhess took the 
floor and made a set speech on the general sub- 
ject of the bill, shewing up some of the iniqul- 
ties of the measure, and denouncing ia earnest 
termsthe tariff policy of the Republicans as 
other Senaturs have dose. Mr. Voorhees 
asserted thatthe bill was whelly in the tnser- 
est of trusts arid trade combinations as Well as 
especially against tne interests of the Senth. 

Mr. Hawley replied to Mr. Voorhees and 
breught up the familiar argument that the tn- 
crease of duties Was 80 spread out that it hurt 
nobody. Mr. Hawley figured out that a barrel 
of salt would last a man several handred yeara 
—_ therefore, the duty on ‘sait weuldn’t hurt 
him. 
tMr. Vance wanted to know why, if3 cents 
Was worth stealing by the Sait Trust, it wasn’t 
worth saving by the Government, te which Mr. 
Hawley’s reply was that the Senator was de- 
parting from a fair line of argument. He went 
on to assert that the Democrats had nover done 
anything torevise the taritl, When the vote 
was takenon Mr. Vauce’s amendment it wea, 
of course, defeated by the Republicans. 

Mr. Vance next proposed that the duty of 25 
per cent. on knitting and sewing machine 
needles and: bodkins shbuld be reduced tu “0 
per cent. After this bad been voted down, the 
North Carolina Senater moved that all other 
kinds of needies be put on the free list, the vill 
providing for a 25 per cent. duty. Mr. Vance’s 
appeal on bebalf of the poor sewing women of 
the country had no effect upen the Republie- 
ans, who voted solidly against amendiaenut, 
and beat it. 

Quicksilver is put by the bill at 6 cents a 
pound. Mr. Vest moved to reduce the duty to 
the existing rate vf LU per cent. ad vralorem. 
He called attention to the fact that the exports 
of quicksilver were very large and steadily in- 
creasing, so that the proposed invrsase of duty 
could not be for the benetit of a lan,gaishing 
industry. The argument was wasted, for the 
amendment was lost by the regular partys 
vote. 

Mr. Vance’s next effort was to bring bxak tf 
j the present rate of 12 contsa pound the jp 
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aed duty of 14 cents on screws of lo inch and 
essinleneth. Mr, Aldrioh explained that the 
increase waa made to equalize the rates on dif- 
ferent leagths of serews, but he had no answer 
to make to Mr. Vance’s inquiry as te why other 
screw rates were not reduced. The amendment 
Was treated as all the others had been, but this 
time the Republicans were holped by the vote 
of Mr. Payne, who deserted his party without 

aking any explanation. 

Mr. Vest proposed to fix the duty en type 

etalat15 per cent. ad valorem instead of the 

inance Committee’s rate of 115 cents a pound. 
He pointed out that the present rate was 20 per 
Cent.,against the 50 per ce:.¢. which the bill pro- 
posed. He spoke of the superiority of Amercan 
typo foundries over those of any other country, 
and urged that 15 per cent. was an ample duty. 
Mr. Allison talked about the danger of lead 
being imported as type metal, ana Mr. Aldrich 
Geclared that such frauds were constantly going 
on. Mr. Vest declared his inability to find any 
evidence that such frauds were complained of, 
and Mr. Sherman referred to the famous impor- 
tation of lead statues for the lead they con- 
tained. Mr. Vest snesred at the idea that not 
Dune item must be touched for fear the whole 
bill would tumble down.

The same fate befell Mr. Vance'’s proposal to 
reduce the duty on zinc in biocks or pigs from 
1% cents a pound to 145 centa. 

When the omnibus paragraph, fixing a 45 per 
cent. duty on all metal articles not specially 
enumerated or provided for in the bill, was 
reached Mr. Harris moved to add a proviso that 
RO article snould pay a higher duty than 90 per 
cent. ad valorem, He explained that specific 
duties elsewhere fixed ran the ad valorem duties 
up to 200, or even 300, percent. Mr. Aldrich 
complained that the proviso would keep cus- 
toms olticers busy tinding eut the value of im- 
ported goods. Mr. Harris thought that did not 
warrant a higher duty than 90 percent. At 
Mr Aldrich’s request action on tne amendment 
was pestponed.

$30,000,000 of capital, organized te contrel the 
production and sale of the article. They went 
abeut among the Southern cottonseed oil fae- 
teries asking the proprietors to come into 
the syndicate for stock. It appears that not 


all of them accepted the invitation at 
first. A friend of the speakers whu had 
been a Confederate soldier, and who 


came out of the war “stripped of everythizg on 
earth except what the God ef Nature had given 
him,” built him a cottenseed oil manufactory, 
that cost, perhaps, $25,000. He went to Genoa 
and had an understanding with the Genocss 
merchants that he would sell them cottonseed 
oil at $10 a barrel. Coming bome, he manu- 
tactured and shipped 10,000 barrels from Mont- 
3 gomery to Savannah and New-York, whenes it 
E> was .to be forwarded to Eurepe. When the 
x steamer reached New-York the Cottonseed Oil 
y Trust put 10,000 barrels upon the same ship 
Ps destined for the same port, and when the 
2 Alabama man got to Genoa he was met there by 
a a competitor who bad just the same oil that he 
% had, and who oifered it in the same market for 
$9 a barrel instead of $10. All .of the profit 
that the Alabama man expeeted to make was in 
the tenth dollar. He was crowded out, and 
ali chance of competition was erushed. He 
sold his oil at aloss of $10,000, went back to 
Montgomery, and solid his cottonseed oil factory 
inte the hands of the trust that had followed 
him so closely and effectively. he salad-eil 
consumer can, of course, see that Mr. Morgan 
has given him reasen eneugh to fear that every 
bottle of eil that bears an Italian label may be 
wholly orin large part an American product 
taxed to benefita combination of manufact- 
uwrers of fraudulent goods at home as well as 
foreigners who have learned to trade upon the 
American preferences for foreign labels. Yet the 
statistical reporta show that while there were 
4,000,000 gailons of cottonseed oil exported 
during the year 1887 there were only 15 gallons 
imported. During the sume period the United 
States imported about 800,000 gallons of so- 
called olive oil, part of whieh undoubtedly came 
frem Genga. The Senate favers the cottunsesed 
oil men witha duty of 10 centeagalion. Tie 
Mills bill proposes to make it free.

HOTEL KEEPER ANGUS FINDS PLENTY OF 
* LAWSUITS ON HIS‘HANDS. 

NEWBuURG, N. Y., Dec. 19.—James Angus, 
proprietor of a hotel at Washingtonville, has 
lawsuits sufficient on his hands now to last him 
a lifetime. They will probably satisfy him, as 
heisamanfully 70 years of age. Angus was 
fermerly a New-Yorker, served on the police 
force, kept a sporting resort, and later a road- 
house just outside ef the city. For a time dur- 
ing his younger years he acted as trainer for 
athletes and pugilists, and is said to have 
trained one or two old-time champions. Tiring 
of that kind of life, he removed to the village of 
Washingtonville, starting a hotel. 

A few years ago Washingtonville voted to 
Pgh 9 no more liquor to be sold within the lim-- 

ts of the town. Angus applied for a license 
time and again, but in vain. Last November, 
according to the sworn statement of a young 
man named Coutant, be in cempany with Frank 
Roche visited Angus’s hotel, and drank liquor 
there. Roche, after drinking, went to Vail’s 
Gate with Coutant, and then attempted to board 
a freight train with theintention of coming to 
Newburg. Roche slipped, fell beneath the cars, 
and was run over, both legs being cut off. 
He was brought to the almshouse in 
this city and died there. Mary Roche, 
his mother, to-day began a suit for $10,000, un- 
der the Civil Damage act, against Angus. 
Rochbe’s death stirred up the people of Wash- 
ingtonville. The case was placed ir the hands 
of Gideon Hill, an attorney of Newburg, who 
obtained evidence suflicient to. warrant suits on 
162 counts by the Overseér of the Poor to re- 
cover the $50 fine provided by law for each 
case of selling liquor without a license. The 
evidence extends back on different days from 
Jan. 1, 1888. 

Auother civil damage suit for $10,000 was 
begun to-day, the eomplainant being James R. 
Gogarty of Montgomery, this county. The de- 
fendants are Daniel Bull and Ezra Van Wagner, 
owner of the Palace Hotel building and proprie- 
tor of the hotel, respectivly, of that village. 
Gogarty’s 18-year-old son, Luke, on Nov. 17 
drank at the hotel, became drunk, and fell into 
the hands of a constable who beat the boy so 
that he has since been confined to the house, 








FLOUR MILLS THAT WILL NOT OLOSE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 19.—Charles A. Pills- 
bury was seen at his desk this morning. He 
said: ‘‘Our firm was not represented in the 
Milwaukee gathering. I notice the papers say 
Fred Pillsbury was there, put it must have 
been anerror.

Mr. Martin of Washburn, Martin & Co., to whoin 
the above interview was submitted, said: ‘‘ The 
Pillsburys were not represented at Milwaukee 
and probably are not fully advised as to the nat- 
ure of the avtien taken there. It is not manda- 
tory, but must first be submitted by the dele- 
gates to their several local associations for 
approval. If the Minneapolis mills approve of 
the proposition they Will obey it, Anything I 
might say as to the effect of Mesers Pillsbury’s 
failure te appreve of the preject weuld, of 
course, be merely speculative.”

BALTIMORE, Dec. 19.—The regular month-’ 
y meeting of the Beard of Directors of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Ratlroad Company was 
held to-day. The board is composed of 25 mem- 
bers, and all were present except Mr. B. H. 
Farren, one of the city Directors. All the Di- 
rectors elected by the shareholders at the an- 
nual meeting on Nov. 19 were qualified and 
took their seats. 

The meeting was called to order by President 
Spencer, who presided until the minutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved, after 
whioh, the election of President being in order, he 
called to the chair Mr. William F. Burns.

PRESIDENT CLARK’S ADDRESS. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 19.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany to-day 97,040 shares of stock were repre- 
sented by about 300 iadividuals. While the 
votes for Direetors were being collected and 
counted President Charles P, Clark made a 
statement regarding the application of the com- 


pany to the Connecticut Legislature for power 
to increase its capital stock. He said: 


“The company has issued $2,000,000 of bonds at 4 
per cent. interes!, due 15 years hence. Ithasa 
floating debt, payable on short notice, amounting 
to $2,500,000. ‘This debt has been incurred in the 
purchase of real estate, in the censtruction of four 
tracks through the State of N ew-York, aud in 
adding to the equipment ot the read, as set forth in 
detail in the aniual reports. When the bonds were 
issued provision was made for an additional $3,000,- 
000, which are still available. But it does not 
seem wise or right that the owners of this property 
should be called upon to increase their debt for the 
purpose of affording additional facilities. 

* As to the acquirement of lines in which we havo 
a leasehold interest for 50 years, it 1s for the ad- 
vantage of all concerned that your property should 
be unified. When propriety or necessity exists tor 
an improvement upon ay! part of this rapieet: 
there should be no thought in the minds of its man- 
agers as to whether the call comes from a leased 
line or from the main line. The whole should be as 
one, separated into divisions for the convenience of 
Operation, but a unit in interest and with a common 
obligation. This cannot be effected by any process 
of coercion. The market value of beth the stocks 
and bonds of these leased roads is based upon an 
income of 4 per cent. per annum. 

‘ For the third purpose, provision for the cost of 
future improvements, the field is unbounded. In 
the annualreport you will see that the tolls paid 
for the use of the Harlem Road have in 10 years 1n- 
creased nearly 50 per cent. This represents busi- 
ness enly upon one end of one division of our road. 
Who can tell what may be needed in cara and en- 
gines, in lands, in tracks, and in buildings during 
the 10 years to come? Wemust be ready to do ail 
the business that seeks our lines, and to do it 
promptly and economically. 

“Jf this increase is authorized by the General As- 
sembly your Directors intend to go on vigoreusly 
with the improvements already named. Four tracks 
are substantially completed through New-York 
State, and within a few days we expest to have the 
benefit of them. But we must stop four tracking 
there unless and until provision is made for paying 
the bills. If authority is granted additional shares 
will be issued from time to time as funds are re- 


uire 
bs. In all this there is no suggestion of what is com- 
monly called ‘water’ by @ revaluation of the prop- 
erty as a basis for an increase of its stock. Nor ts 
there to be any gleaning or groping through the 
yoars that are gone to determine what amount of 
surplus earnings have been invested in the proper- 
ty. Real estate purchased from year to year has in- 
creased in value, like adjoining properties, largely 
by the beuveticent influence of the road itself. ‘hese 
values are to remaip and abide with its owners as 
tenantsincommon. But we must keep abreast of 
the times and continue to improve our facilities and 
our service. To this end and for these purposes we 
shall ask the co-operation of the General Assembly 
in making our company in fact ‘The Consolidated 
Railroad.’ ” 

Tt was voted unanimously to approve the 
action of the Directorsin applying for the in- 
crease of capital stock. Inreply to the queés- 
tion of a stockholder, President Clark said that 
the road paid $494,254 12 in taxes—$399,- 
1u3 66 to Connecticut, $70,089 02 to New- 
York, and $25,151 44 to Massacnusetts.

HARTFORD, Dee. 19.—The Railroad Com- 
missioners will have a hearing here Thursday 
atternoon on the application of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Road for authority to 
increase the ¢apital stock of the cempany. 
Under the law the application must be heard 
by the Commissioners, who will report the roe- 
ault with the recommendations to thse Legis- 
lature for final action. he hearing will be one 
of unusual importance. The capital stock of 
the road is at present $70,000 per mile ef.line. 
The law prohibits dividends in excess of 10 per 
cent. The earnings, which have very much ex- 
eoeded this legal dividend, have beon used dur- 
ing the past 10 years in improvements along 
the main line, ineluding new stations at New- 
Haven, Meriden,and Hartford, the construction 
of — bridges, rock ballasting, and change of 
grades. 

It was stated in the Hartford dispatches to 
THe TIMES several montbs ago that the con- 
solidated eompany contemplated an increase of 
capital for the purpose of assuming the whole 
expense in abolishing grade crossings along its 
lines throughout the Btate. The plan was re- 
garded with faver by the incoming Governor, 
and itis presumed that his mind has not since 
been changed. lt would commend itself to the 
country members or the Legislature, because of 
the relief which it would bring to every town 
which has grade crosaings that must be abol- 
ished, With the increased earnings ef the rond 
there would be no difficulty in paying the cus- 
tomary dividends. 

A hearing will also be had to-morrow on the 
application of the Housatonic Road to increase 
its eapital stoek $4,500,000. Wide interest 
{s felt in both applications, and the railroad in- 
terests will be represented by the most efficient 
counsel,

ENDING THE BOSTON TROUBLE.

Yesterday, however, it 
was annetinced that the difficulties had been 
pasched up and that it had been arranged that 

he roads, with the exception of the Vermont 
Central, weuld go back tothe full tariff rates 
te-day. The Vermont Central is to make a par- 
tial savente on Dec, 24, andon Jan. 1 is to re- 
sume the full rates. As before, it will be given 
a differential, ranging from 10 cents on first- 
class down. 


BEGINNING TO SEE DAYLIGHT. 

Cu1caGo, Dec, 19.—Daylight 1s now vis- 
ible through the darkness of Southwestern rail- 
way affairs, and the action taken at to-day’s 
meeting of the General Managers seems to war- 
rant the expectation that notice will be given 
at onee of a restoration of all freight rates, and 
that after Jan. 1 the lines running West and 


Southwest from Chicago and &t. Louis will be 
placed upon a4 better basisin relation to their 
traffic. A careful canvass of the situation 
showed that there were no serious obstacles in 
the way of such a movement, the sworn state- 
ments of officials of the various roads indicating 
that there were no important contracts on hand 
extending beyond Dec, 31. It was also found that 
all objections to breaking the bulk of freight 
shipments at the Missouri River and giving all 
lines east of the river an equal chance te secure 
a fair share of the business had been withdrawn. 

It was voted that ibe present agreement of 
the Western Freight Association should be ma- 
terially strengthened, and a committee of five 
General Managers was appointed to confer with 
a similar committee representing the Western 
and Northwestern lines, and another represent- 
ing the Colorado roads which were in session 
at the Grand Paeifie Hote!t. The purpose is to 
combine the several sections of the Western 
Freight Association under one administration 
and, if possible, on a more econemieal basis. 
The Colorado lines are to be included in the as- 
sociation to aveid friction between the roads 
west and east of the Missouri. River. 

After the adjournment ef the general meoting 
the Joint Committee of Fifteen held a long ses- 
sion and made encouraging progress in formu- 
lating a new agreement, which will be reported 
to the meeting of the association to-morrow. 
It is understood that the proposed agreement 
will provide a severe penalty fer violation of its 
terms, and in other respects will be made much 
stronger than the one now in existence. The 
feeling in railway cireles. yesterday was one of 
confidence that the managers are now thor- 
oughly in earnest and unanimously in favor of 
astrict maintenance of rates from this time 
forward. 


THE RARITAN CANAL. 

Nrew-Brunswick, N. J., Deco. 19.—The 
rumor that the Pennsyivania Railroad is to 
abandon the Delaware and Raritan Canal is de- 
nied by members of the company, who say that 
although the canal company is not making as 
much money as formerly, it is still making a 
little. A reportfor 1887 shows that the total 
expenses of the canal for 1886 were $23,453 40 
more than in the previous year. 


also shows a decrease in gross earnings of 
$39,807, er 7.37 per cent.. while the net 
earninga decreased $62,760 67, or 43.94 per 
cent. The increase in expenses was partly 
due te the payment of $11,500 in settlement of 
a claim for damages due by a tow to the Staten 
Island Athletic Club’s boathouse.

LEHIGH VALLEY ANTHRACITE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 19.—The Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company and the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation Company aunounced to-day 
that they would curtail the production of 
anthracite during the holidays amd perhaps 
longer. Gaugéed by the coal tonnage of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad the output of the Lehigh 
Company this year has been 6,110,616 tons, an 


increase of 682,812 tons over last year. The 
tonnage of the Jersey Central Road, which hauls 
the coal mined by the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion Company, has ineressed 825,279 tons, 
which is an indication that the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company has more than overcome 
the loss occasioned early in the year by the 
strike. The total increase in the output of the 
Lehigh region is 809,510tens. Over 200,000 tons 
of coal accumulated last wnenth at tidewater, 
and this makes it imperative on some com- 
panies to cease mining if the present high prices 
of coal are to be maintained. 

Calvin Pardee has been elected a Director of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of George B. 
Markle. Mr. Pardee is a son of Ario Pardee, 
and as a heavy coal operator he is considered 4 
proper successor of Mr. Markle. The retire- 
ment of Robert H. Sayre frem the Jersey Cen- 
tral Board of Directors leaves E. P. Wilbur and 
Charlies Hartshorne as the only representatives 
of the Lehigh Valley in the Jersey Central 
directory.

THE NEW-ENGLAND TERMINAL. 

NEwW-HAVEN, Dec. 19.—The Presidents of 
the New-York and New-England, Housatonic, 
and Danbury and Norwalk Railroads went 
down the Danbury and Norwalk Railroad this 
afternoon on a special train to organize the new 
corporation which is to connect the latter read 
with New-York City by boat. The company is 
called the New-York Terminal Company and is 
situated at Wilson’s Point. The contract to es- 
tablish a through freight line with facilities 
aleo of passenger transportation over the routes 
has been approved by the three railroad com- 

anies and the line is expected to be in opera- 
jon shortly. Itis said that they will put on 
large boats fitted to transport a whole train of 
loaded cars. 

The Danbury and Norwalk Railroad proposes 
to add about rine acres for freight yard ana 
necessary buildings bordering on the Sound.

WHITE AND ROWE KICK OVER THE 
° TRACES. 

Detroit, Dec. 19.—Some legal complica- 
tions are likely to arise from the action of 
*“ Deacon” White and “Jack” Rowe in quitting 
the National League without the consent of the 
stockholders of the old Detroit Club and pur- 
chasing a controlling interest in the Buffalo In- 
ternational team. When the stockholders of 
the old club concluded to sell the team Presi- 
dent Stearns was delegated to conduct the nego- 
tiations, He made adeal for the transfer of 
several players, including White, to Boston, and 
fer the transfer of three others, including Rowe, 
to Pittsburg. White was not anxious to go to 


Boston on account of an old grievance aguinst 
the Directors, and the Directors were not par- 
ticularly eager to get him. Still, they looked 
upon him as a valuable man to have on the roll. 

ith Rowe it was different. Pittsburg wantea 
him badly, and the consideration for him named 
in the bargain between President Stearns and 
bo Smoky City Directors was something like 


If the Detroit steckholders eannet deliver 
these men it will mean a loss of several thou- 
sand dollars to themselves. Both White and 
Rowe are shrewd business men, and it isn’t 
likely that they took the step they did yester- 
day in ignering the Detroit stockholders with- 
out having legal advice as to their rights in the 
premises. They élaim they have fulfilled their 
contract with Detreit, and that Detroit having 
gone under has no claim on them. 

Ex-President Stearns said to-day: ‘I think 
that notwithstanding the purchase hy Rowe and 
White of the controlling interest in the Buftalo 
Club both men will play in the clubs to which 
they were assigned. This is only my opinion, 
but I do know that neither will play in the Buf- 
falo team unless they want torender themselves 
and the club iiable to expulsion. The Interna- 
tional League is one of the associations that 
made the national agreement. If Rowe and 
White insist on presses with the Buffalos it will 
be a violation of this agreement. The players 
will be blacklisted, and any team that plays 
against the Buffalos will lay itself liable to a 
like penalty. They can own the club and man- 
age it jointly, but they cannot play. until they 
have the consent of the representative of the 
stockholders of the old Detroit Club.” 

**Deacon” White before going to Buffalo Men- 
day to conclude negotiations there disclosed 
the position which he has taken in the matter. 
“T signed a contract,” said he, “with the De- 
troit Club to play ball for them from April to 
November, 1888, and have carried out that con- 
tract. lwasinformed that I mnst play in Bos- 
ton next year. This was the result of a bargain 
between Mr. Stearns and the Boston Club, with 
which [had nothing todo. [I am aware thatin 
the League I should he obliged to go where I was 
sent, but I am not in the League now. I shall 
play bath at Buftalo. If the. Detroit 
Club does not give Rowe and myself our re- 
leases We will 8ue the elub, and if the League 
notifies the clubs of the International League 
that they cannot play with Buftalo because we 
are members and those clubs refuse, we siall 
sue the clubs et for conspiring to prevent 
us from earning 4 living. Our lawyers say 
that the reserve Clause of the League and the 
élaimed right to sell a player will not stand, 
and most of the League magnates privately 
admit as much.” 

Rowe said praetically the same thing. Com- 
menting on the situation to-day, an ex-Presi- 
dent of the Detroit Club said: “The League 
will make a bluff at holding these men and then 
let them go.”

* You must know,” he said, “thatin Havana 
we have what you oall silent partners. I had 
mine and Mr. Bock had his, They are not al- 
Ways most agreeable, and therefore we de- 
termined to replace them by public subscrip- 
tion. We have just accomplished it in London, 
where the Henry Clay and Bock & Co. con- 
cern was organized with £500,000, of which 
Mr. Bock and I retain a controlling interest. 
Although the two factories have been consoli- 
dated they will, nevertheless, be operated 
separately as heretofore. I am the Vice- 
President of the new coneern, and Mr. Bock 
will remain in Havana as the local managing 
Director. The new enterprise is one solely for 
manufacturing. Weshali have no dealings in 
raw tobacco, no cultivation, and no specula- 
tion. The combination, however, will enable 
us to lessen our running expenses, while we 
can make just as goed cigars as ever.” 

The Henry Clay brand of eigars was estab- 
lished nearly half acentury ago by Julian Al- 
varez, the father of the present proprietor. 
and under circumstances .that are interesting, 
Henry Clay was visiting Havana and expressed 
such a preference for the cigars manufactured 
by the elder Alvarez that the latter asked per- 
mission of the American statesman to name the 
brand in hishonor. This was granted, and the 
result is known to every smoker. 

Den Gustavo Bock is really 2 German, not- 
withstanding his Cubanized name. He went to 
Havana 25 years ago and established the 
El Aguila de Oro, or Golden Eagle, brand of 
cigars, which have been consumed chiefly in 
Europe. The conjunction of the factories will 
in no wise interfere with the European or 
American trade., Don Alvarz says that for 
many years his factory bas been unable to catch 
up with the orders sentin. He will leave here 
for Cuba Saturday next.

BALLOT REFORM IN OHIO 


HOW THE LAW PROTEOTS THER 
VOTER AND HIS VOTR. 





—CHALLENGING COMMITTEES AND 
THE POWERS ALLOWED THEM. 

In connection with the movement in this 
State for ballot reform it may be interesting for 
those who are pushing the matter to learn that 
8 similar struggle occurred in Ohio as a result 
of intimidation and fraud at the polls. Honest 
men of both parties drifted into the movement, 
and nearly four years ago the Legislature was 
obliged to take cognizance of it. On May 4, 
1885, a general election law was passed. One 
of its most important sections, which might 
perhaps be grafted into the statutes of this 
State, should the sweeping measure proposed 
at the last session of the Legislature seem too 


solicit votes within 100 feetof any polling 
place. Edgar M. Johnson of the law firm of 
Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson says that this 
section of the law is enforced and observed, and 
serves the purpose of insuring a secret ballot, 
‘as it was intended to do. 
The section is numbered 2,926 of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio. It is applicable to cities ef 
the first class, first and seeend grades, eities of 


the first grade being those of 200,000 or more 
population, and of the second grade these hav- 
ing @ population of 90,000 or more. The mar- 
ginal note in the statutes describes the section 
88, relating to “* certain things made unlawful 
near a voting place, duty of judges of election 
and ef police under control of the Mayor, pen- 
alty, proviso.” The section reads as follows: 


“During the'receiving and counting of the ballots 
in any voting precinct in any city of the first and 
second grades of the first-class it shall be unlawful 
fer persons to congregate or loiter within 100 feet 
of the voting place, or to hinder or delay in any 
manner any elector in reaching or leaving the 

lace fixed for casting his ballot. Itshall be un- 
awtul for any person within said distance of 100 
feet to give or offer to give any ticket or ballot to any 
one nota judge of election, er to fold or unfold or 
to display any ballot which he intends to cast, so as 
reveal its contents, or to request or demand of 
any elector that he shall exhibit his ballot or make 
known its contents, or to solicit the vote of any 
elector, or attempt in any way to influence him in 
the matter of casting his vote. 

* The judges of election shall, as faras practicable, 
preventa Violation of this section, ana they, and each 
ef them, shall order the arrest of "any person guilty 
of violating any of its provisions, or guilty of any 
breach of the peace, or of prevoking a breach of the 
peace, or of disorderly conduct, and all policemen 
and all other persons are authorized and required to 
obey the lawful orders and commands of said judges 
of election given to prevent Violations of this sec- 
tien. But orders for the arrest of suoh persons 
shall not prevent them from properly casting 
their votes. 

“The Mayor is authorized and reguired to employ 
the police force of any such city to prevent the vio- 
lation of any of the terms, provisions, or 1equire- 
ments of this section, or of any order or command 
made in pursuance of ary provision thereof, and 
every aire violating or attempting to violate any 
of such terms, eee pecan requirements, orders, or 
commands shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished as 

revided in the last penal clause of section 2,926 g, 
a fine of from $20 to $1,008 or imprisonment in the 
county jail for from ten days to one year, or both 
tine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
conrt;] provided that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to prohibit the presence at the polls of 
any persons who are authorized by law to perform, 
or charged likewise with the performance of, of- 
Salal or police duties at the elections, or of any per- 
sons, not exceeding three, from each political party 
having candidates to be voted for at such elec- 
tions, to act as challenging committees, who are 
duly appointed and accredited by the principal com- 
mittees of such political parties or organizations, 
respectively, or of persons, not exceeding three, 
from each of such political parties, appointed and 
accredited in the same manner as before pre- 
scribed for ehalienging committees, to witness 
the counting of ballots.” =e 








TESTIFYING TO DAMAGES. 


The case of Mrs. Emily Stewart for dam- 
ages to her property at 156 West Fifty-third- 
street, caused by the elevated road, was. begun 
before the Commissioners yesterday. It.is the 
first of the cases for damages in this street, and 
is particularly interesting from the fact that 
the street is practically the only one where the 
road admits that there is some damage. The 
case is now before the courts on appeal, a jury 
having last March broughtina verdict awarda- 


ing $500 a year for diminution of rental values. 
The evidence showed that tbe property was 
bought by Mrs. Stewart’s husband several years 
before the constructien of the road. The price 

aid was $17,000, The house is a four-story 

rownstone front, on an 18-foot lot. The house 
was leased for $1,700, but when the elevated 
road was built the tenant refused to pay the rept 
and left the heuse. Mrs. Stewart testified that 
since that time she had repeatedly endeavored 
to either rent or seli it, but has not been able to 
do so, and was aceordingly cempelled to ocoupy 
it herself and take boarders, Several real estate 
brokers agreed in placing the presént Value of 
the preperty at from $13,000 to $15,000, as 
pgainst $20,000 to $22,000 before the road came 
through the street. They also agreed that the 
rental value had decreased from about $2,000 
to $1,200. Miss Wotherspeon, who owns the 
adjoining house at 158, testified that her house 
cost $24,000 before the road was built and that 
ashe had offerea it recently at $15,000, bus was 
unable to find a purchaser. 








@ NOT TRUE TO AMERIOAN LIFE, 

In 1884, when Sheridan Shook and James 
W. Collier were managing the Union-Square 
Theatre, Robert Buchanan engaged to write 
them an American society drama, for which he 
was to receive £1,000. An advance payment 


of £150 was made, and in due time the new 
play was brought over. It was called ‘‘A Hero 
in Spite of Himeelf,’’ and was built on the Eng- 
lish ideas of Western life. The male characters 
would have been obliged to wear red fiannel 
shirts and tuck their trousers into their boot 
legs, and the ladies in the cast would have ap- 
peared in costumes equally incongruous to real 
American society. Shook & Collier sued Mr. 
Buchanan to recover their £150 advance, and 
yesterday David Gerber of ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer’s office presented the case to the jury in 
the Supreme Court, before Judge Lawrence. 
Mr. Buchanan was defended by Howe & Hum- 
mel. The jury were not satisfied with Mr, 
Buchbanan’s ideas of American society and 
brought in'a verdict against him of $945. 


ACCEPTED A SUGGESTION. 

The fact that William H. Arnoux, counse 
for the Society for the Prevention of Crime, ap- 
plied this week te the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners fer a certified list ef the sureties on 
the bonds of Superintendent Murray and In- 
spectors Williams and Steers and was furnished 
with the same was interpreted to mean war by 
the society against improper masked balls this 
Winter, and that proceedings would be taken 
against the beondsmenif the law was not en- 
forced. 

“That was not the object of my letter,” said 
Judge Arnoux yesterday, ‘‘ but while I cannot 
at peooens explain the object I am very much 
obliged to those who suggested action to sup- 
press indecent conduct at masked balls. Since 
the matter has been brought to my attention I 
have decided to present it for discussion at the 
mnoxt meeting of the seciety. I think soma 
action will be taken to influence the police and 
the management of the balis in order that the 
criminal features will hereafter be eliminated.” 


A THIBF’S MISTAKE. 

Harry W. Lacey, the sporting editor of 
Turf, Field and Farm, lives at Larchmont, on 
the Seund, where he has a fine kennei of valu- 
able hunting degs. Early this menth he hired 
ayoung man named William Sheldon to work 
abeut his place. On Dec. 14 Sheldon disap- 

ared, taking with him three dogs valued at 
$300, a handsome silver medal which one of 
the dogs had wen at a bench show, $45.in cash, 
and Mr. Lacey’s overcoat, in which was a letter 
containing a check tor $8. On Tuesday Sheldon 
and William Allen, acompanion, wore captured. 
Allen tried to sell the medal to Mrs. Mason of 
89 Clinton-place, She is a stepdaughter of Mr. 
Lacey, and, recognizing the medal, sent_ out tor 
a detective. Sheldon was also found in the 
neighborhood. The men were delivered to New- 
Rochelle officers yesterday. 














WATER SUPPLY SOHEMES. 

Three schemes for supplying thia city with 
mere water were presented to the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners yesterday. The first was thatof 
Tohn R. Bartlett and others te bring water for the 
lower part of the city from the Passaic and Ramapo 


Valleys, in New-Jersey. The secon( was that of 
Fat ineer John Lockwood to pump water from the 
son above Poughkeepsie, give it pressure by 
carrying it to a height of 300 feet, and send it to 
the present Croton Aqueduct by meaus of 60-ineh 
jron pipes. Pumps, pipes, &c., necessary to supply 
60,000,060 gallons of water a day, Mr. Lockwood 
estimated, would cost $2,629,000. The annual cost 
of operating would’ be $261,878, including 3 per 
cent. interest on the capital needed. Mr. Leck- 
wood’s idea was that the annual cest of the Bartlett 
system would be $1,633,750. 
Both schemes were referred to Controller Myers 
, tor examination.

A HELPING HAND. 


HOW THE NEWSBOYS LEND IT TO THEIR 
BLIND COMRADES. 
All the milk of human kindness is not to 
be found in the hearts of the great and prosper- 
ous. Down among the little gamins of Newspa- 
per-row exists a charity as sweet and springing 
from as pure motives as is any carried on by 
the great incorporated institutions and societies 
which grace this city. If the busy throng which 
crowd that thoreughfare had time to notice 
anything they would see several times each day 
some poor blind unfortunate being led through 
the intricacies of the crowd by one of those 
grotesque, ragged urchins, whose cry of “las 
terdishun” is heard there trom sunrise until 
long after darkness‘settles down. 
By following a patr of this sort the other day 
the reporter became convineed that the street 
gamins, who, some moraliats say, are the burst- 
ing seed whence criminais grow, have gentle, 
noble impulses, which would, if preperly nur- 
tured, bring them to better things, The boy 
was the regulation gamin—ragzed, dirty, with 
pinched features,but withal as merry asa cricket. 
The blind man lookea like what he was—a poor 
Outeast, perhaps made so by his infirmity. 
Through the crewd the boy led him down into 
the delivery room of ene of the daily papers, 
and, after placing bim in a position iu the line 
of “‘newsies” waiting forthe next edition to 
come off the press, he ran out. Atthe door he 
was stopped, and under the potent influence of 
a bit of silver stepped into a dourway and sub- 
mitted to a little questioning. 
**Who’s de blind feller? Why, dat’s Blind 
Charlie. Is he mefarder? Naw. He’s a poor 
bloke wot lives down here on Park-row. 
So’s ’e kin git de coin ter live on he has to sell 
papers. Wot wus I leadin’ ’im fer? Does yer 
tink he could git tre’ de erowd hisself widout 
any eyes? Does I tink I’m good to lead him? 
Naw. Why, any newsy’ud help Chariie or any 
of der blind fellers wot’s in der bisness. 18 
dere odderg like Charlie? Dere’s tree or four 
of ’em wot lives down ’ere on Park-row and 
gits up early likes wedo. Den dey comes out 
onter de street, and any newsy wot sees ’em 
IL lead ’om to de office fer papers. When dey 
gets a stock ’nuther newsy who has a stand 
near where de blind feller locates ’)l lead ’im 
dere. When he sells out ’nuther newsy who 
sees 'm ’ll lead ’im back, and so dey scrapes 
aleng. We’se all willin’ ter help’em, except der 
Dagos, and dey’s too mean ter help anybody.” 
Inquiry of the delivery clerks proved the boy’s 
statement to be true. There are a half dozen 
blind newsboys, or rather newsmen, in this city 
who owe the fact that they are not sent to the 
workhouse simply to the kindness of their little 
coworkers. As the boy said, the ** newsies” all 
know them, and whenever they see one of the 
unfortuvates wanting to get to the newspaper 
offiees for a stock a the newspaper ottice 





wanting to get to vorite corner some ‘' cm- 
bryonic criminal” ays volunteers as a guide. 
Another incident showing the generous im- 
pulses of these outdoor waifs. It occurred just 
in front of THE TIMES Building the other even- 


ing. 

‘Hello, Stumpy,” said one gamin as he met 
another, ‘‘ have yer fed yet?” 
“Naw,” replied Stumpy, “I guess dis is de

LINDAUER OASE, 


AN ATTORNEY ADJUDGED GUILTY OF 
CONTEMPT. 


CuicaGco, Dec. 19.—Another sensation 
was developed in the now noted Lindauer in- 
solveacy ease before Judge Prendergast in the 
County Court to-day. Mr. Rosenblatt, a mem- 
ber of the firm, while in the witness chair ad- 
mitted that just before the failure he had taken 
$4,000 from the cash drawer. Most of this, he 
said, he had on his person. The court ordered 
him to count it and 16 was found to aggregates 


$2,300. Witness said he did not know what had 
become of the remaining $1,700. The court 
then ordered that the other members of the firm 
account at once for the money in their posses- 
sion taken from the corporate cash at the same 
time. They dia so. Meyer Lindauer had $310, 
Benjamin Lindauer $1,700, and Seligman Lin- 
dauer $300, which, with Resenblatt’s $2,300, 
made a bundle aggregating $4,610. The court 
then gave the insolvents persenal notice that 
he would not enter the orders at that time for 
them to surrender the money, butif they were 
entered 1t would be as of this date. 

Mr. Moses protested and declared that his cli- 
ents were being unjustly and barshly treated by 
the court. 

The court warned the attorney that he was 
treading on thin ice, but Mr. Moses repeated his 
objectionable language. Judge Prendergast 
then said: ‘Mr. Clerk, let the record show that 
Adolph Moses is adjudged guilty of contempt of 
court, done by improper, insolent, and untrue 
language us to the court in its presence, and the 
punishment is taken under advisement.” 


THE TURF CONGRESS. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 19.—Late in the after- 
noon the American Turf Congress met for busi- 
ness in executive session. The report of the 
Committee on Rules was adopted, This mado 
two changes. First, it raised the seale of four 
pounds, with the usual allowance for mares, 
but none for geldings; second, it required that 
sealed bids shall be deposited in all selling races 
within 15 minutes after the race, which bids 
shall be opened by tue presiding judge, who 
shall divide the surplus between the second 
horse aud the assoeiation. 

The association admitted two new members— 
the Overland Park Club and the Kansas City 
Club. Racing dates were fixed as follows for 
the ceming Spring meetings of 1889: Louis- 
ville, May 9-18; St. Louis, June 1-15; Kansas 
City; June 17-22; Chicago, June 22-July 20; 
St. Paul, July 23-31. 

The congress will meet next at Louisville at 
the call of the President. 
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KEEP OFF HEAVY TRUOKS. 
Referring to the proposition to keep 
heavy trucks and vehicles off that part of Fifth- 
avenue which runs along the Park so that the 


pavement can be kept in better condition for 
the light vehicles the following letter has been 
received: 

To she Editor of the New-York Times: 

The above isa most excellent suggestion; but 
why not include the whole of Fifth-avenue or to 
Twenty-third-street at least. If all double and 
single trucks were excluded the avenue could then 
be kept in such shape that se who ride in car- 
riages could do so with less danger apd a great deal 
more comfort, andthe better class of our citizeus 
are certainly entitled to as much consideration as 
the citizens of Chicago. One of the most pleasant 
features of the latter city is the beautiful avenue 
reserved for carriages, all other vehicles being ex- 
cluded. The Empire City should not be behind our 
sister cities in this respect, and I hope THE TIMES 
will agitate the subject until the reliet spoken of is 
secured.

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BULL CREEK'S OLD TERROR 


HE SEEMS TO BE IN SOME 
FEAR OF AIS WIFE. 

THE OLD MAN THREATENS TO KILL HIS 
PURSUERS AND SLEEPS ON HIS GUN 
—THE sTORY OF HIS GRIEVANCES. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 19.—Old Harrison 

Hogan, the Indiana farmer who reeently sprang 
into note as “The Bull Creek Terror,” on ae- 
count of his determined resistance against 
arrest, is still at large. Ashe is securely forti- 
fied at his home, about 23 miles up the river, on 
the Indiana side, there is no doubt that it will 
take a large force to dislodge him. Even then 
it will probably not be done without bloodshed, 
for he has notified Sheriff Hay of Jeffersonville 
that he will never be taxen alive. 
Hogan, altheugh he is a dangerous man to 
trifle with, is not the villain and assassin he has 
been pictured by somé reports. His side of the 
story has never been told, and it shows him to 
be entitled to considerable sympathy, and also 
that he is not altogether in the wrong, in this 
instance at least. The old man’s troubles com- 
meneed about two yearsago. He at that time 
was the owner of a farm situated in Cook 
County, about 23 miles above Jeffersonville. 
His family consisted of a wife, daughter, and 
son-in-law. They lived together, and the old 
man was liked by all his neighbors, in 
spite of occasional quarrels. 
One morning Hogan, while standing on the 
river bank near his house, saw a coal barge 
adrift inthe middle of the river. He hurriealy 
went to the house, and getting ropes jumped 
into a skiffand brought it to snore. short 
short time afterward a towboat stopped, and 
the crew wanted to take the barge away. The 
old man refused to let it go, unless they paid 
him for his trouble. This was refused, afd the 
bargemen left word that tHey would get it 
anyway. The old man watched the barge in the 
daytime, and had a young man, whom he fur- 
nished with a pistol, to watch it at night. One 
dark night a towboat, while on its way up the 
river, stopped and fastened on the barge and 
proceedea up the river with it. Oneof the 
hands of the tewboat, in passing through the 
barge, found lying asleep on the bottom the 
watehman who had been left by Hogan. He 
was awakened and put on shore. 
At once he went to Hogan’s house and told 
bim what had taken place. The boy gave the 
name of the towboat, and Hogan immediately 
went to Charleston and telegraphed to Cinoin- 
nati authorizing the arrest of the Captain of the 
boat. The trial came off, and it was found that 
the wrong man had been arrested. Suit was 
then brought against Hogan for $5,000 dam- 
ages, und as he did not appear at the time the 
case came up, ajudgment for the sum asked 
was granted. Ozan was worth at that time 
about $10,000, and he immediately went to 
work to beat the judgment. A transfer of all 
his preperty was made to his wife, but owing to 
the fact that a flaw might be found in the trans- 
action, it was agreed that a divorce should be 
got by her. 
It was agreed that the old man should have a 
sham fight with his wife, and witnesses were to 
be around to testify to it when the case came up 
for trial. ‘The aftair came up, sult for diyoree 
was filed, and the prayer granted. Hogan then 
went back to his home, but when he arrived his 
wife, it is alleged, refused to have anything to 
ao with him. 

It was at this time that the real treuble com- 

menced. Hogan wanted half of the property, 

but his wife refused to giveit tohim. To get 
clear of him she had him arrested, and fer sev- 
eral months he lay in jail. After he was released 
he went to Kentucky, but soon came back to his 
old home and the trouble was renewed. About 
three months ago the old man took some cattle 
to Cincinnati, which hesold, and the old lady 
followed a few days afterward and had a law- 
suit over the cattlo, but lostit. Itis said that 
when the old man came home from 
selling the cattle he had $130, but 
that was taken from him by his wife and 
son-in-law, Stene, and in the fight he 
was badly beaten. It was after this that he got 
his shanty, boat where he lives. His wife, after 
the fight, had a warrant taken out for his ar- 
rest. All the old man wants is half of his prop- 
erty, and he says he will leave and never re- 
turnif he getsit. He is 65 years of age, butis 
hale and hearty and has given the oflicers te 
is wronged and would 
sooner die than be arrested. The Sheriff of 

Clark County knows it 1s a family fight and he 

does not care to kill the old man in making the 

arrest on the charge, but he will go before the 
next Grand Jury and have him indicted for re- 
sisting arrest.

GOVERNMENT AGENTS TESTIFY BEFORE 
THE BPOUSE COMMITTEE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Several of the 
witnesses subpconaed by the House Committee 
on the Merchant Marine and the Fisheries to 
testify regarding the alleged outrageé in Alaska 
were in attendance when the Congpattans met 
to-day. 

Willuam Gavitt, a special Treasury Agent to 
the Seal Islands, was the first witness. He was 
detailed for duty on the island of St. George 
last year, and remained there until Aug 9 of the 
present year. He had no doubt that the inten- 
tions of the company in its management of 
affairs were of the best, but he said that the 
company’s agents at the island respect neither 
the laws of God nor man. The company’s 
agents had furnished liquor to disreputable 
women on the island, not only openly, but in an 
underhand manner. Mr. Webster, the agent of 
the Alaska Company, had said to witness that 
he would give liquor to the natives whenever 
he desired to do so. Witness had also seen cases 
of habitual drunkenness on the island. Regard- 
ing the natives, witness said they were peace- 
able, law-abiding peeple, but there seemed to be 
dissatisfaction with the company’s managment 
of affairs in the Winter time. 

The social relations ef the natives on the 
island were peculiar, and the women were prob- 
ably loose in character. The witness said that 
he weuld rather serve aterm in the penitentiary 
that to go through again what he and bis wife 
had experienced on the island. The witness 
said that about 5,000 seals were killed illegally 
by the natives on the island of Oonalaska, the 
skins of whieh were sold to the Alaska Com- 
pany. TheGovernment agent at the island of 
st. orge occupied a position like a whipped 
dog, and he and his wife were constantly in 
danger of their lives. He said they dia not ex- 
pect to get back to the United States alive. 
On cross-examination by Mr. Jeffries, attor- 
ney for the Alaska Company, witness said that 
out of’ the seven employes of the company on 
the island he had trouble with six. Speaking of 
Agent Webster he said he did not know of any 
agent of the Government who had not had 
trouble with him. Witness’s first trouble with 
Webster had arisen out of a question regarding 
the priests; the seeond regarding native women 
who were drunk, at which time Webster 
threatened to have witness’s throat cut; the 
third trouble from the fact that Webster in- 
sulted the United States flag. Witness admitted 
that he had had trouble with Capt. Loud, a Gov 
ernment agent, but denied that there had been 
any trouble between himseif and Messrs. Tin- 
gle and Manchester, also Government agents. 
In conelusion he admitted that he did not know 
of any case of criminal assault on the native 
women by agents of the Alaska Company. 
George Wardman, who was a special agent at 
the island of St. George from 1881 to 1884, 
said he never knew a woman or girl upon the 
island to be assaulted, or a manor a boy co be 
abused by any of the company’s agents; nor did 
he ever know of a native woman living in the 
company’s house with one of the employes. 
Regarding Webster, witness said he was a quer- 
ulous, dyspeptic old man, with whom he had 
had one minor difficulty. He never saw any- 
thing which would lead him to believe that the 
company’s house was converted into a hupse of 
ill repute. 
T. F. Ryan, another special agent of the Gov- 
ernment at the island ot St. Geerge from April, 
1885 to 1887, attributed the lack of discipline 
aud the loose morals on the island of 8t. George 
mand to the improper conduct and neglect of 
uty of some of the Government agents, whieh 
was in turn imitated by the agents of the cem- 
pany. When witness went to the island he had 
no instructions from the Government. The 
Secretary of the Treasury had told him to 
write his own instructions. Witness then for- 
mulated rules forbidding females on the island 
from visiting the eompany and the Govern- 
ment houses, but Mr. Tingle, his superior officer, 
nad declared such a rule null and void. It was 
impossible to imagine, he said, what influenced 
Mr. Tingle to do this, as the order was issued in 
the interests of law and decency. 








THE AGRE OF REPTILES. 





ANCIENT INHABITANTS OF THE CON- 
NECTICUT VALLEY. 

New-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 19.—Ths Con- 
necticut Almanac for 1889 is edited by Prof. A. 
W. Phillips of Yale. A new feature introduced 
this year is a treatise on tlie ancient inhabitants 
of the Connecticut Valley by Dr. E, H. Barbour, 
for the last six years assistant in the United 
States Geological Survey. Among other things 
Dr. Barbour says: 

“Despite what once seemed insurmount- 
able obstacles muchis already known of the 
ancient inhabitants of Connecticut At the 


close of the coal age an interesting age began; 
the age of reptiles. They wers the dominant 
ereatures, reaching their perfection then, only 
to diminish to the lasignificant representatives 
of the present time. The rocks of this time are 
full of their bones, turned to stone, no one 
knows how long ago. Some great swimming 
reptiles lived in the sea. Others still larger 
lived on the land. Seme walked on four feet, 
some on two like birds. Others traversed the 
air like bats, with enormous wings. This age 
was clesely connected with the ancient inhab- 
itants of -the Connecticut Valley. These bird- 
like reptiles resembled but were unlike modern 
types because of their close resemblance to rep- 
tiles, having bones and teeth like reptiles, as 
may be seen in the Yale Museum. This fact 
may assist in explaining many of the so-called 
bird tracks in the Connecticut Valley. 

“The first footprints found in America were 
accidentally discovered in South Hadley, Mass., 
about 1800. A Mr. Moody and his son were 
plowing. They turned up a stone containing 
five tracks, The stone was saved and the Moody 
family had it putdown as a doorstep to their 
house. As neizhbers passed their attention was 
attracted by the tive large bird tracks in the 
doorstep. Dr. Elihu Dwight of South Hadley, 
seeing the scientific interest attached to the 
stone as a specimen, bought it and tovk it to his 
house. He afterward sold it to Prof. Hitchcock 
for the collection at Amherst College.”’

MICHIGAN’S SALT PRODUCTION, 

Detroit, Mich., Dee. 19.—The anfiual 
report of the State Salt Inspectors for the year 
ending Dec, 1 is just out and shows that there 
were 137 firms engaged in the manufaeture of 
salt during the past season, producing 
5,165,000 barrels of salt. During the year salt 
was inspected as follows: Fine, 3,720,319 
barrels; common coarse, 13,915 barrels; pack- 
ers’, 18,126 barrels; solur, 26,174 barrels; 
second quality, 87,694 barrels; making a total 
of 3,866,228 barrels, which is 78,081 barrels 
-less than was inspected last year. The amount 
actually manufactured during the year is found 
to be 4,423,264 barrels, a decrease from 1887 
of 16,748 barrels. One large vacuum pan block 
has been added to the producing planta during 
the year, and auother is in course of construc- 
tion.

Agent Carpenter receiyed orders to-day to re- 
stere the name of Eliza McGill, an aged colored 
woman of Vicksburg, Siiss., to the pay rolls of 
his eftice, The bistory of her case 1s interest- 
ing.

A BILL THAT WOULD PUT 
BRIBERS IN PRISON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Representative 
Holman intends to secure, if possible, some 
affirmative action by Congress that will tend to 
check the corrupt use of money at elections. 
To-day he introduced a bill which will put the 


matter before the House in 4 well-defined shape. 
Its provisions are as follows: 


“That it shall be unlawful for any person to so- 
licit or receive, directly or indirectly, or Be in any 
manner connected with or concerned in soliciting 
or receiving any assessment, subscription, or con- 
tribution of money or of anything of value, to be ex- 
ended, used, or employed in any manner whatever 
fy any national election, or in the political canvass 
immediately preceding the same, to control in any 
manner or to in any wise influence any such elec- 
tion or the result thereof. 
**SEc, 2. I6 shall be unlawful for any person to 
ive or hand over to any other person, directly or 
ndirectly, any money or thing of value for the pur- 
pose or with the intent that the same shall be used 
or expended in any manner whatever in any 
national election or preceding political campaign, 
or to influence in any way such election or the re- 
sult thereof, or to aid, promote, or assist in the 
election of any person at such election, or to aid or 
assist in defeating any person therein.” 
Section 4 declares that the foregoing sections 
shall not be construed as applying to any money re- 
ceived and expended in good faith under the laws of 
any State or Territory for the necessary expenses 
of any election, or to money so received and expended 
for the printing of tickets, or 1n the publication of 
any newspaper or other publication, or for the dis- 
tribution thereof. This section prescribes a punish, 
ment of imprisonment, not exceeding three years, 
and of a fine, not exceeding $5,000, for any person 
who vielates the provisions of sections 1 or 2 of this

Sections 5, 6, and 7 make it unlawful for any per- 
son at a national election to offer to give or to re- 
ceive any money or other valuable thing as a con- 
sideration for a vote at such election, and provides 
that any person so offending shall be disfranchised 
and disqualitied from holding office for five years, 
and shall also be liable to pay afine not exceed. 
ing $5,000, and te be imprisoned for not exceeding 
three years. It is provided that in the discretion of 
the attorney for the district in which the offense is 
committed a person who is charged with having 
been briped may be granted immunity from prose- 
cution upon testifying against the person who 
bribed or attempted to bribe him.

The bombardment of Cape Haytien by 
the naval forces of Gen. LEGITIME, which 
seems to have been unsuccessful as far as it 
went, but was to have been renewed, will 
not tend to increase his popularity at the 
‘north of the island.

For the moment the pros- 
pects of the island seem darker than ever, 
as neither side is willing to give way, and 
there is no talk of arbitration. © 








“|The remarks of Sir JAMES FERGUSSON in 
the House of Commons show that our State 
Department cannot rely much upon the 
British Foreign Office for aid in actively 
resisting the pretensions of the Germans in 
Samoa. He said he was notin a position 
to deal with the future policy of the isl- 
ands, and thought it by no means surpris- 
ing that Germany looked to a spot so suita- 
ble for colonizing purposes. * This indicates 
a.disposition to abandon the Samoans to 
German domination, and Mr. BAYARD 
seems to have had a correct instinct.as to 
the amount of co-operation he could expect 
from Great Britain ;in this matter.

THE ‘REPUBLICAN: SCHEME. 
¥. The’ Republicans in thei Senate : have 


| taken a long step toward securing for the 


trusts, combinations, and monopolies a new 
lease of power. Warned by the demonstra- 
tion made in the reeent campaign that they 
cannot safely go to the country again on 
the naked issue of high protection with a 
surplus revenue pouring into the Treasury, 
they set themselves at; work the moment 
the session opened todo all they could to 
secure on the one hand a reduction of the 
revenue and on the other additional special 
privileges for the men who have given so 
lavishly of their money to elect a Republic- 
an President and a Republican Congress. 
For this purpose ;: they had aiready pre- 
pared a. bill, ‘which is as ingenious 
as it is outrageous, which will, if it become 
a law, probably make a reduction of sixty 
to seventy millions in the revenue, but 
which provides for the absolute destruction 
of all foreign competition for a large num- 
ber of interests, no matter to what peint 
the exactions from the consumer may be 
carried. ‘ In other words, the bill has been 
framed on consultation with and according 
to the wishes and plans of those who seek to 
control the home market not at fair prices, 
but at any prices they can agroe among 
themselves: to extort. This has already 
been plainly shown ina great number of 
the clauses of the bill, and will be shown 


with it. 

: Lhe first necessity in connection with this 
bill is to get it passed at the present session 
of the Senate. -It is not expected that the 
House will pass it at this session. Butif it 
can be got through the Senate it will be, in 
a legislative {sense, what the lawyers call 
res adjudicata. It will have been formally 
indorsed by the only existing Republican 
authority, and that will give it an immense 
advantage in a Republican House, especial- 
ly if,it can be brought before such a 
House at an extra session. In an 
extra session everything will be done 
in haste and in some inevitable: con- 
fusion. If the tariff question had’ to be 
presented de novo it would be almost 
impossible to get an agreement upon a bill. 
But if Mr. HARRISON should call an extra 
session in March or April to provide against 
the evils of a surplus in the Treasury; if in 
the brief period Congress would be willing 
to devote to the subject a bill already per- 
fected that had passed the ordeal , of debate

This is ali the Republicans really wish. 
They have plain sailing now and will be 
ready to lay the Senate anti-competition 
bill before the new House, so soon as it 
meets, with,évery advantage in its favor. 
It is a very shrewd scheme and it has 
been very shrewdly managed. Not only 
have the Republicans secured the passage 
by the Senate of their bill for the encour- 
agement and establishment of trusts and 
monopolies, but they have made it practi- 
cally impossible for the Democrats to offer 
any effective opposition to it. There will 
not be more than a score of working days 
in which the bill can be considered, and in 
this very short time it will be wholly 
impracticable to discuss it adequately. 
All its worst features are embodied 
in obscure and complicated provisions, in 
changes of classification, in changes of the 
form of duty, in changes of the limit at 
which goods become subject to duty, and 
soon. These are provisions as to the effect 
of which any sufficient information can be 
had only by careful study and investiga- 
tion, and these cannot be given to it in the 
time allotted. It will require time to get 
at the truth, but ultimately it will be ascer- 
tained, and then the responsibility of the 
Republican Party will be fixed, and the 
party will be held to it. 








THE SENATE AND DUDLEY. 


There ismuch significance in the simul- 
taneous announcements that the investi- 
gation of the case of DuDLEY is being 
vigorously pushed in Indiana and that. the 
Republican Senators are preparing to reject 
the nomination of Mr. BArLEy to be Dis- 
trict Attorney of the Northern District of 
that State. -An officer who is vigorously 
prosecuting a charge of bribery against a 
Republican is regarded by the political asso- 
ciates of the man against whom the aeccusa- 
tion is brought as too offensive a partisan to 
hold the office of public prosecutor. 

It need hardly be said that this is a case 
in which the personal or party enmity of 
the public prosecutor against the accused 
does no harm whatever. Every District 
Attorney must belong to one party or the 
other. If he belongs to the same party 
with a man whom it is his business to 
prosecute, the presumption is that the 
prosecution will be halting and feeble, if 
not actually collusive. If he belongs to the 
opposite party the presumption is that he 
will do his whole dnty, and this is 
a matter for congratulation among 
all men of. either party who really 
disapprove political’ corruption and de- 
sire to see it punished. A’ District 
Attorney isnot a Judge, and judicial im- 
partiality in a political case is neither to 
be expected nor desired of him. There is 
not the sightest danger that DuDLEY will 
be convicted of bribery if he is innocent. 
The danger is quite in the other direction— 
that he will fail to be convicted if he is 
guilty. The likeliest mode: of failure is by 
the refusal of an inefficient or friendly public 
prosecutor to bring the case to trial. This 
danger seems to be removed from this case 
by the character of the District Attorney 
whom the. President has appointed, and 
whose: appointment a Senatorial ' cabal 
seems now forming to defeat. 

It is to be remembered, in the first place, 
that if DUDLEY were innocent, or be- 
lieved himself to be.innocent, and if he 
really regarded a: charge of bribery as ‘a 
reproach, he would hasten to clear himself 
of it by insisting upon a prompt and full 
investigation. He has done nothing of the 
kind. He has. virtually admitted the 
authorship of a letter, his authorship of 
which he has been offered $1,000 to deny 
under oath. His denials of the version of 
the letter first published were merely quib- 
bles,’ and went only: to some unim- 
portant alterations of the’ text of the 


original as: transmitted by‘ telegraph. 
It. is .not disputed that he sent a 
circular letter to various persons 


in Indiana, urging them to take measures 
for the bribery of bribable voters and as- 
suring them that money for that purpose 
would be supplied them in abundance. The 
only questions left to be settled are whether 
the sending of this letter in itself consti- 
tuted a crime, and, if not, whether the 
steps necessary to carry out the plan were 
taken, and whether, voters were in fact 
bribed according to his: proposal. These 
are the questions which the District Attor- 
ney and the Grand Juty are investigating 
at Indianapolis, without any. instigation 
from DupLEY.. Meanwhile the Republican 
Senators are preparing to testify their ap- 
proval of DuDLEX’s scheme for dividing 
floaters into blocks of five by preventing 
the confirmation of a District Attorhey 
who evidently means to bring DUDLEY to 
legal account for forming and executing 
that patriotic project. 

Really this is the sole and almost the 
avowed ground of opposition to Mr. BaILry 
in the Senate. The ostensible objections to 
him are entirely frivolous. One of them is 
that he made speeches. in favor of CLEVE- 
LAND and THURMAN during the last cam- 
paign, as if the Republican Party were 
opposed to putting in office persons who 
when out of office had made speeches for 
their party. : Fortunately the’ opposition 
of the Senaterial cabal cannot do 
mere than. testify their own sympa- 
thy with the crime of which .DupLEyY is 
accused, -Mr. BaILry will remain in office 
until the end of Mr. CLEVELAND’s. term, 
which will be quite long enough for a 
thorough investigation of the Dudley case, 
and nobody has imagined that he would be 
permitted to remain a day after a Repub- 
lican President, with the advice and con- 
sent of the majority of the Senate, isin a 
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singular that the Senators should have 
taken the trouble to organize an opposi- 
tion which for any practical purpose must 
be so futile. The only explanation is 
that they hope to discredit the prosecu- 
tion of Dupiey by voting against his 
prosecutors. It is possible that there are 
Senators Who are unaware that, upon any 
question that involves partisanship, a de- 
liverance of the majority of the Senate of 
the United States carries no more weight 
with thinking men than a resolution of 
JOHNNY O’BRIEN’S Eighth District Asso- 
ciation. 








THE WORK OF A TRUST. 


A few days ago theleading manufacturers 
of copper in this country wore induced to 
buy supplies for the first three months of 
next year from the Copper Syndicate. The 
price was reported to be 1615 cents a pound, 
These sales followed those made to the 
English manufacturers for the correspond- 
ing term, the buyers having been con- 
vinced that the Syndicate would control 
the market fora long period. For several 
months they had bought sparingly, fearing 
that prices might be depressed by the em- 
barrassment of the French monopolists, 
“So far as we can gauge the situation,” 
says the Iron Age, ‘‘ the brass and copper 
manufacturers have been whipped into 
line and have practically given up any op- 
position to the Syndicate.” 

The same paper speaks of ‘‘ the embar- 
rassments and perplexities of brassmakers 
who are paying tribute to the Syndicate 
and to the mining companies.” The con- 
ditions to which it refers suggest new tariff 
problems and show once more how great a 
burden the professed philanthropy of Trust 
makers lays upon the people. M. SECRETAN, 
the organizer of the great copper conspiracy, 
was the manager of the Société des Metaux 
of Paris, the largest copper and brass manu- 
facturing concern in Europe. Atfirst he pre- 
tended to be buying copper for the use of 
this company, but when his real purpose 
became known it appeared that he was sup- 
ported by some of the most powerful cap- 
italists in France. It does not appear, how- 
ever, that he has severed his connection 
with the manufacturing company. The 
Iron Age says that ‘recently domestic 
brass ‘manufacturers have.found them- 
selves undersold in this country by for- 
eign makers.” Our own manufacturers must 
pay 161, cents a pound for copper. The Sec- 
retan Syndicate pays only 13 cents for the 
same, with half the profits yielded by its 
sales to consumers. It seems clear that 
copper for the factories of the Société des 
Metaux can be supplied by the Syndicate 
for 18 cents, and the Société’s profits de- 
rived from the Syndicate’s operations make 
its position with regard to competing man- 
ufacturers still more advantageous. The 
Iron Age is of the opinion that the company, 
on account of the lower cost of its raw ma- 
terial, ‘‘can easily sellin this or any other 
country where it has no mills ata lower 
price than the home manufacturers in spite 
of a tariff.” It does not charge directly 
that the Société has been selling in this 
country, but it remarks that.in the case of 
so large a manufacturer “‘the temptation is 
great to seize the trade of others when its 
own is affected adversely by restricted con- 
sumption.” 

If it shall appear that the company which 
the Syndicate bas used as a cover for its 
operations is using its advantages to the 
injury of manufacturers of copper here, 
these manufacturers will undoubtedly ap- 
peal to Congress for a higher duty on such 
goods as they make. Then it will be seen 
that the mining comparies have conspired 
with foreigners to the serious injury not 
only of the consumers who have protected 
them in the past, but also of the domestic 
manufacturers, who must buy their copper 
at the price fixed ‘by these foreigners. 
Although the tariff, so far as ingot copper 
is concerned, has been overridden and made 
useless by the formation of the ingot com- 
bination, it may appear that the creation 
of the monopoly has raised new questions 
affecting industries ‘depending upon the 
supply and price of inget copper. But no 
one should be surprised if,it shall be shown 
that the Société. is undermining competi- 
tors, for those who have deliberately and 
successfully conspired to raise the price of 
a usoful metal nearly 70 per cent. the world 
over will have no scruples about breaking 
down established industries for their own 
pecuniary advantage. 





While brass and copper manufacturers of 
‘one class may have grounds fer complaint 
and may be induced to ask for higher 
duties, those of another class have already 
asked for a removal of the duties now im- 
posed... At the recent meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Brass and Iron, Steam, 
Gas, and Water Works Manufacturers a 
committee was instructed to visit Washing- 
ton and appeal to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee for the removal of the duties on 
copper, both ingot and manufactured. 
These manufacturers appear to be suffering 
by reason of the unnatural advance in the 
cost of their raw material—an ;, advance 
caused by the mining companies in con- 
spiracy with SECRETAN and his associates. 
Possibly they are in. danger of being 
affected injuriously by the competi- 
tion of the Société. There is still an- 
other class of manufacturers—the makers 
of copper sheets, bars, rods, &c.—who are 
affected by the advance of nearly 70 per 
cent., but by means of a close combina- 
tion of interests they have -been able 
since the ingot ring was formed—as they 
were able for some years before that time 
—to exact very high and profitable prices 
from consumers of their product. It does 
not appear that their supremacy is threat- 
ened by foreégn competition, and a demand 
from them for higher duties would be an 
exhibition of insutferable impudence. 

The avowed policy of the Syndicate has 
been to maintain a substantially uniform 
price for ingot copper throughout the 
world. Any concession by it to favored 
manufacturers ‘will make trouble. But it 
should not be forgotten that if there were 
to-day in the United States free and fair 
competition in the production and sale of 
ingot copper our manufacturers would be 
able to defy all competition from abroad, 
for our copper is the best in the world, and 
it is the boast of officers of at least one 
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producing it and sending it to market has 
fallen to a point beyond which no foreign 
company has gone. The restoration of com- 
petition is to be desired for the relief of con- 
sumers and the benefit of manufacturers, 
while the suppression of it simply enriches 
@ small number of producers who are in 
conspiracy with foreign speculators, 








TO BREAK THE SOLID SOUTH. 

It is to be hoped that the movement rep- 
resented by the Alabama and Georgia dele- 
gation that visited Gen. HARRISON on 
Tuesday will be successful. Its object is 
to build up a political organization in the 
South in general harmony with the incom- 
ing National Administration and thereby 
to dissolve the solidity of that section. 
Nothing could be more beneficial to the 
South and to the country at large than the 
success of such a movement, and the 
means proposed for effecting it are very 
promising. So far as the part to be 
taken by the new President is concerned, 
he is simply asked to select for - ap- 
pointment to Federal offices in the South- 
ern States “ Republicans who command the 
confidence and respect of the communities 
in which they live.” It appears to be as< 
sumed as a necessary condition of success 
that the Administration which is to:come 
in power next March will pursue a policy 
that will allay the apprehension,.as ex- 
pressed in the memorial of the delegation, 
‘*that any change in eur local Government 
will be detrimental to our best interests.” 
This implies an abandonment of the old 
sectional issue based on assumed race an- 
tagonism, leaving that to be worked out as 
aresult of a new division of the political 
forces. 

The men who are leading this movement 
are capitalists concerned in the develop- 
ment of industrial interests in the South, 
and their chief bond of sympathy with 
the Republican Party is an avowed belief 
in the efficacy of the policy of pro- 
tection for American industry to help in 
that development. Without regard to the 
fallacies upon which we believe: that pol- 
icy to rest, we regard it as altogether 
desirable that the party division upon the 
tariff question should: be carried through 
the South. It is desirable that the 
party attachment. based on _ sectional 
feeling and on a fear of. negro dom- 
ination should be displaced by a 
division upon a really national ques- 
tion, and that all who agree with the 
Republican Party on that question should 
connect themselves with its organization. 
If the organization is in the hands of busi- 
ness men, with large interests at stake and 
as deeply concerned as any other citizens in 
good local government, and if it is repre- 
sented in Federal offices by those who 
‘‘command the confidence and respect of 
the communities in which they live,” the } 
division of the intelligent and property 
owning class between the two parties will 
come, and the division of the colored vote 
will follow. This will bring about a most 
salutary change, and if some Southern 
States are controlled by one party and some 
by the other, with a continual chance of a 
change in such control through the untram- 
meled action of the people, somuch the bet- 
ter. It will wipe out the last vestige of the 
old sectional controversies. 

Nor have we any fear that the cause of 
tariff reform will suffer through a division 
of the South on that question.. It will make 
the division of parties in the North more 
clearly and distinctly a division onthesame 
question. It was a disadvantage to the 
cause of tariff reform in the late canvass 
that it was so conspicuously headed by 
Southern men, and that it owed its support 
so largely to the South, which was solidly 
controlled by one party held, together 
by other' considerations than those; in- 
volved in. the real issue of the cam- 
paign. The sentiment of the Northwest 
was undoubtedly strongly in favor of tariff 
revision, substantially on the lines pro- 
posed by the Democrats. But the old party 
feeling was still so intense, aroused and 
sustained by the Southern leadership of 
the Democratic Party and the fact that the 
South adhered solidly to that party, that 
the people refused to divide on the new 
issue in accordance with their convictions 
and their interests. 

Let the Republicans succeed in building 
up a strong organization in the South upon 
the demand for protection and in dividing 
the vote of both races on that question, so 
that the solidity of the section on the old 
political basis shall disappear and we shall 
see a new alignment in many Northern 
States also. Where the net party gain shall 
be is not of so much importance as it is to 
have the people throughout all the States 
divided according to their convictions on a 
great national question and not according 
to prejudices growing out of the issues of the 
past. If a majority of them, or that propor- 
tion which determines the majority in 
Congress and in the Electoral College, 
are in favor of maintaining a protect- 
ive policy for the enrichment of a small 
class of capitalists at the expenso of the 
mass of the people and for the encourage- 
ment of combinations te destroy compe- 
tition, why then we shall have such a pol- 
icy until they learn better, but we shall at 
least have the satisfaction of knowing that, 
from one motive or another, it is really sup- 
ported by the people. As scon as the pte- 
ponderating sentiment of the country is 
prepared to declare itself unmistakably in 
favor of reform we shall have reform, and 
we have every confidence that sound prin- 
ciple and sound policy will prevail at no 
distant day. The movement for building 
up the Republican Party in the South on a 
new basis and putting an end to the solid- 
ity of that section is in the direction of a 
wholesome progress in our political con- 
dition, and we sincerely hope that it will 
be successfully carried out.

UNFOUNDED REPORT OF DISASTER TO 4 
BRITISH VESSEL.

The brother 
was found at the Quincy House in the person of 
ber porter. He had received no dispatch, and 

aid that the alleged mate of the Almira was re- 
cently employed on a steamer plying between 
Bangor and Boston. 

At alate hour this evening Doran had net ar- 
rived on any train coming from the East, or at 
least could not be tound.

A FIEKCE STORM IN CANADA 





LIVES LOST AND CONSIDERABLE DAM- 
AGE DONE TO PROPERTY. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 19.—Train service in the 
province is greatly delayed by the fall of snow. 
Monday afternoon six farmers started from 
Boucherville for this city with wagonioads of 
produce. They had to eross the river on the ice 
in the height of the storm, and as nothing 
has been seen of them since their departure 
from the village itis feared they broke through 
the ice and were drowned. 

Two brothers, Hugh and Michael Walsh, who 
arrived exhausted at Carillon last evening, tell 


a terrible story of suffering. They were at- 
tempting to eross with a team on the ice to that 
place from Point Fertune. In the middle of the 
river the hurrieane overtook them and the ice 
broke up. The team was swept away and the 
brothers only escaped death by jumping on a 
large ice floe. The remainder of the night was 
spentin terrible agony, drifting on their frail 
support upon the tempest-tossed river. At day- 
light the ice floe grounded on a small island 
and, their sad plight being seen from the shore, 
@ boat was put off and they were rescued. 

A dispatch from Quebec says that the storm 
which has been raging there since Sunday rose 
to a blizzard yesterday, and the wind and snow 
are sweeping the almost deserted streets with 
blinding violence. The thoroughfares are terri- 
bly drifted. Ali communication is cut off be- 
tween town and country. Farmers from the 
surrounding districts here say that the roads 
are almost impassable and fences and buildings 
have been blown down, which will result in 
enormous damage. It was difficult for them 
even to get to their barns to care for their stock. 





THE AMERICAN CHURCH IN PARIS. 
From the Syracuse Standard, Dee. 17. 

The Park Presbyterian Church held a 
very large congregation yesterday morning. 
The Paster, the Rev. E.G Thurber, D. D., had 
signified his Intention of announcing his de- 
cision in regard to the call he had recoived to 
the American church in Paris. Dr. Thurber 
was not present, the Rav. A. E. Myers, Pastor 
of Westminster Presbyterian Church, filling Dr. 
Thurber’s pulpitin exchange. At the conelu- 
sion of his sermon the Kev. M.r Myers reada 
communication to the church and congregation 
from Dr. Thurber, in whieh he resigned his 
pastorate, which he has held for mors than 18 
years. Although Dr. Thurber had notified the 
officers ef the church on Friday evening ef the 
decision he had reached, his congregation was 
not aware of it, and his aunouncement produced 
visible manifestations of grief im all parts of the 
church The American church m Paris, to 
whose pasterate Dr. Thurber has been called, is 
@ unlon church, although under the general 
supervision of the Presbyterian and Congrega- 
tional denominations. There are severai other 
English-speaking churches in Paris. There aro 
two American churehes, one an Episcopal, 
and the other the one of which Dr. Thurber will 
assume pastoral charge. The first Pastor of 
this chureh was the Rev. Edward N. Kirk, whe 
went there from Boston. The Rev. Dr. Me- 
Cliatock, a Methodist, was at one time its Pas- 
tor. Another Pastor was the Rev. Charlea R. 
Robinson, Pastor ef the Madison-Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church in New-York. The Rev. Ed- 
ward Hitchcock was Pastor there for 12 years. 
The Rev. A. F. Baird, DL. D., now Seerotary of 
the Presbyterian Missionary Society, which -re- 
cently received a donation of $1,000,000, the 
interest to be deveted to the education of the 
negroes, was 2 recent Pastor. The Rev. 4 
Baird was sueceeded by the Rev. J. W. Hough, 
D. D., who resicned the pastorate on account of 
failing health. Since his resignation the pulpit 
has been supplied by various distinguished 
American and English clergymen. Dr, Thurber 
is urged by the American church in Paris 
to come to them with all possible dispatch. 
He has not yet notified them of his acceptance 
of their call, but will do so at once. He expects 
to be ready to goto his new churechin February.

TWO SMALL REVOLUTIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Secretary of 
State has reeelved a report from Consul Atfood 
in regard to the recent revolution in Puerto 
Plata, San Domingo. It is dated Nov. 28, and 
says that the revolution began about the first 
of that month, but was easily suppressed. He 
says that the movements of Gen. Hereaux were 
so rapid that they caused a stampede ameng 
those who were prepared te join the revolu- 


tionists, and the rebellion collapsed without the 
firing ofa gun. This, says the Consul, insures a 
peaceful administration for the next four years. 

Consul Bird at La Guayra, ina report to the 
State Department under date of Dec. 3, says 
that a revolution recently broke out near the 
city of Barcelona, Venezuela, and that the Gov- 
ernment sent a war vessel to the scene and 
captured a schooner belonging to the revolu- 
tionists and having on board Gen. Joaquin 
Crespo, the chief of the revolution, and the offi- 
cers of his staff. They were taken to La Guayra 
as prisoners of war. Consul Bird says this capt- 
ure will undoubtedly prove fatal to the revolu- 
tion and assure the centinuance of the political 
domination of Gen. Guzman Blanco for an in- 
definite period. . 





THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER WORKS. 
NEw-OrRLEANS, Dec, 19.—The Mississippi 
River Commission te-aay promulgated their de- 
' eision, based upon the survey recently made 
from St. Louis to New-Orleans, not to undertake 
the works ef improvement authorized at Colum- 
bus, Hickman, and Helena, during the present 
season. They say that to build the plant re- 
quired for these works out of the appropria 
tions would use up so much money that the re- 
maining funds would not suffice to put the 
works in a safe condition. In consequence 
of the restrictions contained in the 
River and Harbor biil for 1886, forbidding 
the use of revetments and the failure of avy 
appropriations in the following year, no new 
jant adapted to that kind of work has been 
built for several years, and that built im prior 
years has greatly deteriorated, se that the plant 
now on hand 1s barely sufficient for the works 
now in progress, which are of greater impor- 
tance than those at Columbus, Hickman, and 
Helena.

HOEY VERSUS PLATT. 


EFFORTS OF TWO EXPRESS COMPANIES 
TO CONTROL TRAFFIC. 


AsBurY Park, Dec. 19.—The contest be- 
tween the Adams Express Company and the 
United States Express Company which began 
here last June has assumed new complications, 
which may result in a long and spirited struggle 
in the courts. 

The Adams Company had enjoyed a monopoly 
of the express business throughout this section 
for upward of 30 years, when, in May last, the 
‘Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey 
leased the right to carry express matter over 
all its lines to the United States Express Com- 
pany, of which Thomas C. Platt is President. 
This lease covered the Long Branch Division 
and the old Sandy Hook route of the New- 
Jersey Soutbern Railway, through Seabright, 
Monmouth Beabh, to Long Branch, and from 


Red Bank : across #the State to Bay Side, 
on the Delaware River, some distance below 
Philadelphia, This threw the Adams Express 
Company off the Central trains running over 
the New-York and Long Branch Railroad. 
President John Hoey at once began making 
arrangements to retain the business for his 
company. The United States Express Com- 
pany equipped all its offices along the coast 
in good style. The Adams Company sent down 
handsome new wagons and horses for each 
town, and for the first time in its history the 
coast had first-class express service, 

The Adams Express Company still controlled 
the express business over both railroad routes 
between New-York and Philadelphia. The man- 
agers of the United States Company decided to 
run fast trains over the Centrai Rajlroad of 
New-Jersey and the New-York and Leng Branch 
Railroad to Red Bank and thence to Bay Side 
over the New-Jersey Southern Railway tracks. 
A swift steamer carried the express par- 
cels from Bay Side to Philadelphia. This 
route was abandoned this week, as it was 
found that it took too long to send ex 
press goods by such a roundabout way 
It now sends its packages to Philadelphia as 
special freight in sealed cars from New-York. 
After a car is filled it is sealed and the car is at- 
tached to one of the fast passenger trains 
of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey, and it 
reaches Philadelphia by way of Bound Brook 
and Trenton. When the cars reach their desti- 
nation they are opened and the packages, which 
came as freight, once more become ex- 
press matter, and they are. delivered by 
the wagons of .the United States Ex- 
prese Cempany. The movements of the 
Adams Express Company. officials are 
being anxiously awaited, as their corporation 
has the exclusive right to carry express matter 
over the Bound Brook Reute between New- 
York and Philadelphia. It is known that they 
have been for several days basily engaged in 
arranging their plans so »8 to prevent the car- 
riage of the packages of the rival corporation 
over that route. 

Down bere on the coast the war- between the 
two companies goes merrily on. The charges 
for packages garried between the coast towns 
and New-York are far below the rates that were 
in ferce when the Adams Express Company had 
exclusive rights here. So heavy have the eld 
rates been cut that big dealers can -have their 
goods brought here and delivered by the express 
companies for less money than they used to pay 
for the freightage alone. This has resulted in a 
decided falling offin the freight receipts of the 
New-York and Long Branch Railroad Company, 
which is operated jointly by the Pennsylvania 
Ratlroad and the Central Railroad of New-Jer- 
sey. 





A SCENE OF BEAUTY. 


OPENING OF THE DIRECTOIRE BAZAAR AT 
THE HOTEL BRUNSWICK. 

There have been many unique and beau- 
tiful charitable entertainments givenin New- 
York, Dut itis no exaggeration to say that the 
ladies and gentlemen who projeeted and 
opened last night the Directoire Bazaarin the 
Hotei Brunswick can well lay claim to some- 
thing in thatline which is exquisite in taste, 
clever in execution, and very attractive alte- 
gether. The object is the aid of the Mount 
Sinai Training Scheol for Nurses, the Alma 
Hendricks memorial, which she founded in 
1879. Mr. Jesse Seligman formally opened the 


bazaar last evening in a felicitous speech and 
intreduced Dr. A. Jacobi, the presiding medical 
officer of the Mount Sinai Hospital, who deliv- 
ered an interesting address about’the history of 
the institution and its training school. 

The ballroom and anterooms of the hotel 
have been transformed as if by magic. As 
there were five members of the Directory, so 
there are five portfolios of administration in 
the bazaar, viz; a Department of Floriculture, 
of Kefined Sugar, (anti-trust,) ef Vertu, of 
Plaisance, and of the Interior. ;The booths 
are constructed on the goneral plan of the age 
reproduced, and there is nothing modern but 
the articles on sale and the presiding ladies. 
The striking feature of the affair is the Direc- 
toire costume which is affected by all the fair 
participants except a small detachment of 
trained nurses in regulation uniform.

A RAFT BREAKS AWAY IN THE SOUND. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 19.—An acci- 
dent similar to that which befell the Joggins 
ocean raft of 1887 has somewhat affeeted the 
construction of the immense steel and iron 
railroad swing drawbridge which the Stonington 
and Providence Railroad Company isnowswing- 
ing across the Thames River at New-London, a 
structure which, by the way, It is estimated will 
eutdown the running time of trains via the 


New-York, New-Haven, Providence and Boston 
rail route by atleast half an hour. The piers 
for the draw in the centre of the river. will 
stand in 60 feet of water upon a foundation of 
piles. These piles, which come from Georgia, 
were too long for shipment by vessel or train, 
and consequently were bundled into a raft and 
breught North through the coast canals in tow 
of the steamer Fred B. Dalziel, passing through 
Hell Gate and proceeding down the Sound. The 
experiment proved a oomplete success until the 
tow reached open water in the proadest part 
of the Sound otf New-Haven, a few nights ago, 
whenin a violent gale of wind the raft broke 
away and went to pieees. Since then the piles 
have been drifting about in the Sound. 

Capt. Thomas A, Scott, the well-known 
wrecker, has his tugs enlisted in the work, and 
has collected a large number of the logs from 
the raft on Plum Island. 





THE WEAKNESS IN WHEAT. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—To-day’s weakness in 
wheat was generally admitted to be due in the 
main to the action taken yesterday by the 
Inillers at the Milwaukee convention. It being 
agreed that they would limit the production of 
flour for January to one-half therunning capac- 
ity ef their mills, and a great deal of stress 


peing laid upon the dull ana strained condition 
of the trade in their product, speculators in 
wheat took a bearish view of the watter, and 
offerings for future delivery were increased. 
Prime, the crop expert, writes that the 
convention was, “in point of num- 
bers and maillimg capacity, the largest 
ever held in this conntry.” The wmillers 
porgest represented an actual daily capacity of 
6,000 barrels. In regard to the stock of Win- 
ter wheat on hand, Mr. Prime states that he 
*“‘feund that Kentucky and Tennessee willers 
had ample stocks for the present, Illinois ditto, 
‘Southern Illinois good, Ohio only fair. Michi- 
gan thought they would be able to consume all 
their surplus. The reports as to the eunditions 
of the growing crop of Winter wheat were in 
harmony with my own, and that is why the 
crop goesinto Winter quarters better than it 
did in Dec. 1886.”

EX-MAYOR GRACE MAKES A SQUARE 
DENIAL. 

“T am in some doubt,” said ex-Mayor 
William R. Grace yesterday, ‘as to the wisdom 
of noticing anything that emanates from Mr. 
Stephen B. French. His charaeter is so well 
known that it is probably a loss of time to pay 
any attention to him. Neventheless I am quite 
willing to answer the attack he made on mein 


a@ recently-published interview. wherein he 
declares that I sent for him to come tomy 
house for the purpose of enlisting his aid in an 
attempt to secure contro! of the Street-Cleaning 
Department. 

‘Mr. Stephen B. French was never in my 
house but once in his life, and he came then at 
his own request made through a third party. His 
purpose in calling on me was to ascertain if it 
would be safe for him to go out of town for 
eight or ten days, inasmuch as he had heard 
that I was about to preter charges against the 
Board of Police Commissioners for malfeasance 
and misfeasance. replied that Mr. Frenoh 
had better remain in town. He did so, and two 
days after hisinterview with me I preferred 
charges against the Police Commissioners and 
the case went to trial. During this visit to my 
house Mr. French broached no other subject 
than that whieh [ have mentioned, and no con- 
versation was held on any other subject. His 
statement to the contrary, therefore, is false 
‘and made out of whole ocleth. Not only did I 
make charge’ against the Police Commissioners 
at that time, but they were actually under in- 
dictment by the Grand Jury, as the records will 
show, on charges identical with those made 

y me. In the trial before me I made all m 
findings on the evidence of witnesses furnish 
by Mr. French and his co-Commissioners. Just 
at this time the Repeal bill was passed by the 
State Legislature, and that of course quashed 
the indictment because it repealed the law 
under which the indictment was found. This 
also furnished tha Governor with a pretext for 
not confirming my removal of the Police Cem- 
missioners. 

“If Mr. Stephen B. French is telling the truth 
aboug his alleged interview with me, why did 
he not go on the stand atthe timeef the trial 
and testify, under oath, to what he finds occa- 
sion to state at this late day? Such testimony, 
if sustained, would have disclosed a remarkable 
animus on my part, and must have materially 
alded the defense made by the Commissioners. 
This is all the more notable when we recall that 
the defense was conducted by four such shrewd 
lawyers as George Bliss, Elihu Root, Aaron J. 
Vanderpoel, and Mr. Bartlett, who is now a 
Judge in Brooklyn.” : 


THE PANAMA OANAL, 


Lonpon, Dec. 20.—A dispatch from Ge- 
neva gives the correspondence that passed in 
March, 1880, between the Hon. William M.

The reported solicitude of American sub- 
scribers to the Panama Canal loans 1n regard to 
the disposition of about $2,000,000 transferred 
from the main office in Paris to the office of the 
American committee in this city in excess of 
the known salary and office expenses of the 
American committee caused David Seligman 
of the banking house of that name to lose his 
temper yesterday. ‘‘Every word,” he declared, 
referring to the curiosity of investors about 
this fund, a’ published in THE Trmes, ‘‘ which 
hag, oy the use of this money is an infamous 
lie. Not adollar was misapplied. At the prop- 
er time there will be an accounting, which will 
show that the money was all pus to legitimate 
purposes, Commissions, discounts, and other 
things of that kind, you know, used up every 
dollar. It will all be accounted for.” 

There was a quasti-official story down town 
that the American committee fund wae used to 
pay for labor on the isthmus, but ne such claim 
was made by any of the committee. According 
to the official statements of de Lesseps this 
allowance, after providing for salaries, was ex- 
pressly designed as alever te promote inter- 
national good feeling, to defeat proposed legis- 
lative meddling, and to work up an American 
subscription list. As international questions 
did not arise after the company began 
operations at Panama, and as there 
was scarcely ever a hint of - adverse 
legislation, subscribers say they do not see 
what became of the $2,000,000 surplus above 
office expenses and salaries. If it was consumed 
in soliciting the $200,000 of subscriptions 
taken in this country at the rate of paying, $10 
to get $1, or if it disappeared, in Mr. Seligman’s 
words, “in commissions, discounts, and other 
things of that kind, you know,” the subscribers 
say that an accounting cannot be rendered too 
soon to sult them. 


INDIGNANT LIQUOR SELLERS, 
READING, Penn., Dec. 19.—A new munici- 
pal bill in place of the one which has been de-

JOHN WENTWORTH’S MONUMENT. 
CuiIcaGo, Dec. 19.—The mighty granite 
monolith which is to mark the spot of earth 
where the remains of John Wentworth will rest 
when taken from the vault will be hoisted to its 
perpendicular position in Rosehill Cemetery 


to-morrow. The weight of the monolith is 70 
tons. A dozen workmen have been busy a week 
or more preparing the gigantic machinery by 
which it is to swung in mid air until it rests at 
last firmly on its feundation. 

The height of the Wentworth monument 
when complete will be 661 feet. It is 42 feet 
square atthe butt and 34, feet square at the 
base of the apex. The apex is 415 feet long. The 
base of the monument 1s 18 feet square. The die, 
which is the only polished piece of granite in 
the monument, is 6 feet square and 61g feet 
high. Wentworth’s name will be chiseled on 
two sides. : 

The shaft alone is valued at $12,000. The 
cost of the entire monument will be $30,000.

STRUGGLE FOR A OHILD. 


THE LAW DECIDED AGAINST THE 


MOTHER, TO NO EFFECT. 

St. Louis, Dec. 19.—The strange case of 
the Rev. William R. Campbell of Boston and his 
wife again occupied the attention of the Circuit 
Court to-day. Mr. Campbell is a prominent 
CongregatiOnal minister at Boston, and six 
years ago married Miss Minnie Scott, a well- 
known young lady of this city. They parted 
two years ago and the husband brought suit for 
divorce, and testimony was heard in Boston. 
The ground alleged was desertion. The evi- 
dence showed there was a moral offense of some 
kind behind the case, and it has not yet been 
exposed. The minister has’ been awarded the 
custody of his 4-year-old child by the Boston 
court, but Mrs. Campbell refuses to give her up. 

The case came up to-day on a writ of habeas 
corpus. Mrs. Scett, mother of Mrs. Campbell, 
testified that her daughter almost died of 
neglect at the timeof the child’s birth. The 
father was morose and sullen and discharged 
the nurse. Tire father never provided anything 
for the child. After the divorce proceedings 
began he tried to kidnap the child, but the wit- 
ness fellowed and brought the child back. The 
father was nota proper person in her opinion 
to care for the child. : 

Dr. W. A. McCandless testified as to services 
rendered the chila and Mrs. Campbell. He was 
asked during the examination if ne knew of the 
necessity which breught her to St. Louis after 
the birth of the child. He hesitated, as if he 
hardly understood the question, and it was put 
in another form: “ Did you know why Mrs. 
Campbell was compelled to leave her hus- 
band?” The attorneys for Mr. Campbell were 
not aware of the dangerous question until Mr.

80TH SIDES ARE BUSY AND MEAN TO 
GIVE THE FORD COMMITTEE PLENTY 
TO THINK ABOUT. 

The agitation over the proposition to in- 
elude actors in the restrietions of the centract 
labor law is growing, not only in this city put 
throughout the country. J. H. MoVicker, the 
Chicago manager, a member of the Actors’ Order 
of Friendship, has written a letter in which he 
expresses his views earnestly and strongly. He 
Says that it is a disgrace to tne theatrical pro- 
feasion in America to plead the baby act, and 
that American actors should stand on their 
own merits, and be willing to meet and 
compete with all eomers. It was well 
snough to put a tax on tin cups, per- 
haps, but not on brains. John T. Ford, the 
well-known manager, ef Baltimore, holds sim- 
lar views, and declares that dra matic art must 
be cosmopolitan. American actors are enabled 
to pursue their voeation wherever they please, 
and he thinka that they should be willing to 


show reciprocal hospitality. He thinks that 
the prohibition of foreign artists would result 
in injury to the public and disaster to first-class 
attractions. 

In this city the feeling grows stronger every 
day. Augustin Daly and Henry E. Abboy, 
who are the leaders of the opposition, held a 
conference yesterday, but the former could net 
be seen and the latter was as dumb as an oys- 
ter. Itis, nevertheless, a fact that they feél 
very certain that the Ford committee will net 
report the amendment petitioned for by Mr. 
Aldrich and his conterrees. Of the loeal man- 
agers there are ranged on the ape fst 
side of the question Daniel Frohman of the Ly- 
ceum Theatre, Rudolph Aronson of the Casino, 
Edmund C. Stanton of tke Metropolitan Opera 
House, E. G. Gilmore of the Academy of Musis 
and Niblo’s Garden, Theodore Moss of the Star 
Theatre, and Eugene Tompkins of the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre. Against these are A. M. Pal- 
mer of the Madison-Square Theatre and Frank 
Sanger of the Broadway. Edward Harrigan, J. 
W. Rosenquest, J. M. Hill, and Tony Pastor 
have not yet displayed the activity or the feel- 
ing of the others. 

Louis Aldrich, who appeared before the Ford 
committee, is making preparations for a lively 
and, if necessary, a prolonged struggle. He is 
organizing his forees and gathering the finanees 
necessary to carry on the fight. Heis about to 
establish a bureau for the dissemination of lit- 
erature favoring bis project, and altogether his 
party express grext contidence in the favorable 
outcome of their efforts. A gentleman closely 
connected with Mr. Aldrichin this work said 
yesterday that the Ford committee had alread 
been pledged to report the amondment peti- 
tioned for. He felt sure that the amendment 
vou pass both houses of Congress and become 
a law. 

Frank Sanger, whose name is signed to the 
petition with that of Mr. Aldrich, said that he 
was perfectly willing te allow Henry Irving, 
Charles Wyadham, thé Kendals, or any other 
such stars to come to America and bring their 
companies with them. He was also willing to 
admit all nen-Erglish-speaking stars and their 
companies, and had no objection to Mary An- 
derson and her company of English actors, but 
that he was bent on putting a stop to people 
going to England and importing organized com- 
panies ef foreign actors. He also favored the 
prohibition of the appearance in America or 
such organizations as the London Gaiety Bur- 
lesque Company, now playing at the Standard 
Theatre. in 

A. M. Palmer declared emphatically tat he 
had nothing whatever to say further than that 
he was in favor of the petition and would do all 
in his power to have the proposed amendment 
beeome a law. Despite Mr. Palmer’s refusal to 
talk, it is well known that he is a strong pro- 
tectionist in this respect. He bolds that actors 
are wageworkers and that they should be pro- 
tected F sagen as mueh as any other class of labor- 
ers. e might consent to admit non-English- 
speaking actors, because the competition is not 
marked, but no others, ever if such a law were 
te keep from America all the great English 
stars, He would even protect the American 
dramatist and probibit the importation of for- 
eign plays, believing that such a course would 
not enly benefit the American actor, but would 
develop the American stage. In this he is 
ardently supported by Dion Boucicault. The 
Ford committee will have an abundance of evi- 
dence for ite consideration before this question 
is tinaliy settled. 





PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL REPORT. 

The Presbyterian Hospital has just pub- 
lished its twentieth annual report, concluding 
with this year, and showing the growth in ef- 
ficiency of the institution. It declares, to show 
how its work has increased, that in 1880 there 
were treated in the hespital 575 patients, who 
in the aggregate received 23,627 days of treat- 
ment; of these 21,157 days were entirely free 


and 2,227 were upon endowed beds. In 1888 
the hospital treated 1,832 patients, with 47,473 
days of treatment, of which 44,313 were with- 
out charge and 2,336 on endowed beds. The 
hospital ambulance has answered 921 calls by 
the police. Of the cases treated 866 of tne per- 
s0n8 attended were Roman Catholics, 119 Pres- 
byterians, 114 Lutherans, 101 Episcopalians, 50 
Methodists, 29 Hebrews, 25 Congregational- 
ists, and 411 miscellaneous. The death rate 
has been 7 1-5 per cent. Since the opening of 
the institutien, Oct. 12, 1872, there have been 
14,527 patients admitted, the average daily cost 
of food for each being 2822 cents, and the aver- 
age time passed in the hospital 251g days. The 
expenses during the present year were 
$54,430 97. 

In referring to its controversy with the Hos- 
pee Saturday and Sunday Associatien, wkich 

onday night eliminated the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital frem its list of associates, the Directors of 
the latter say: ‘Before our hospital beeame a 
member of the Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Association an annual ¢ollection in our pehalf 
in all the churehes had been recommended by 
resolution of Presbytery. Upon joining the as- 
sociation we were urged to arrange that our 
coliectien should be made on the same day with 
the others in order te promote a more general 
interest in hospitals. We did so. The associa- 
tion thereafter eliminated the object, most 
valued by us, from thuse which it sought or 
deemed desirable. By this action we were 
driven out, and now the association claims the 
day and all given thereon as their peculiar 
property. We deprecate all centroversy, but 
these reselutions recommend te all churches, 
including Presbyterian, Reformed, and Congre- 
gational, ‘that the entire collection be sent to 
the general fund.’ In the distribution of this 
fund our hospital can have noshare, Surely 
when sueb resolutions are adopted and sent to 
the Pastors of all our churches it is our mani-' 
fest duty to state the facts in such way that 
there can be no misunderstanding.” 








EAST RIVER WATER FRONT. 

The Dock Commissioners propose to im- 
prove the East River front so as to make places 
for the Eastern steamboats and wailing craft 
and generally accommod@date traffic that now 
helps te clog the North River front. They pre- 
sented to the Sinking Fund Commissioners yes- 
day plans for the improvement ef that front 


from Grand-street to Thirty-fourth-street. 
These are for a marginal street 175 feet wide. 
The bulkhead line is new, and between Hiv- 
ingten and Fourteenth streets is far within the 
line established in 1857 and the one proposed 
in 1871, thus making necessary the purchase of 
more private property than was previously 
contemplated. 

Controller Myers reported in faver of making 
the improvements ftirst between Grand-street 
and Eighth-street and from Seventeenth to 
Lhirty-fourth street, leaving fer the future the 
work in the intervening space, wherein are gas- 
houses, iron works, and wanufacturing estab- 
lishments that wiil have to be disturbed. Tho 
Controller’s report was adopted and the Dock 
Commissioners’ plane for the improvement of 
the two shere sections mentioned were ap- 
proved by the Sinking Fund Commission. The 
cost of the work between Grand aud Eighth 
streets is estimated at $2,000,000, and that be- 
tween Seventeenth and Thirty-fourth streets at 
$3,000,000. That of improving the entire frent 
trom Grand to Thirty-fourth street would be 
$10,000,000. 





USING EPITHETS FREELY. 

There was a lively time in the office of 
the City Record, in the City Hall, yesterday 
morning. The actors in the scene were vonder- 
ous Thomas Costigan, the usually jovial Super- 
visor of the Oily Record, and Accountant Will- 
jam J. Best, who is commonly very suave, al- 


though his bright-hued hair and whiskers sug- 
gest a choleric disposition. Mr. Best is in the 
enployment of the Fassett committee, which 
has boen paying considerable attention to the 
management of Mr. Costigan’s ollice. He calied 
on Supervisor Cestigan, with two assistants, 
and said he had come there to take 
away books and vouchers to examine 
them at his leisure forthe benetit of his employ- 
ers. Supervisor Costigan said be could only ex- 
amine the books and papers where they be- 
longed and where he (Costigan) could see how 
they were treated. The suggestion contained 
in these remarks irritated Mr. Best, and then 
heand Mr. Cestigan assailed each ether with 
epithets. “ Coward” and “a person under in- 
dictment” were the epithets COvstigan used. 
Best retorted with ‘liar’ uttered in varying 
keys. There was a great flourishing of fists, but 
nobody was hurt. Mr. Best went away with- 
out the books.

ENDING A LONG SEAROH. 


THE MANHATTAN CLUB’S HUNT FOR 
NEW AND HANDSOME QUARTERS. 
It is now almost certain that the Man- 
hattan Club will purchase the Stewart mansion, 
at Thirty-fourth-street and Fifth-avenue, and 
after refitting it, take possession next year. 
Nearly a year agu the Stewart house was looked 
upon as the most eligible building in the city 
for the Manhattan’s use. At a meeting of the 
club, a committee was appointed, with J. 8. 
Cram Chairman, to secure a new building. The 
club instructed its committee to purchase the 


Stewart house, if possible, or if it-could not be 
bought, to lease it for « sufficiently long term 
of years so that the club might feel justified in 
spending a considerable sum in refitting and 
decorating it. If the Stewart mansion could 
not be obtained, then thecommittes should look 
about for other sites. 

The committee managed in the course of near- 
ly two months to obtain acontract with Henry 
Hilton and the remainder of the Stewart heirs 
with one exception, by which they agreed to 
sell the mansion to the club for $800,000. The 
exception was Prescott Hall Butier, now one of 
the principal contestants of the will ef Corne- 
lia M. Stewart. Mr. Butler informed the club 
that he would not sign the contract because 
ex-Judge Hilion had signed it. Mr. Butier’s re- 
fusal to sign put a practical end to negotiations, 
for the club would have had to partly mortgage 
the building in order to secure its bonds, ana 
unless Mr. Butler’s consent to the sale were 
obtained, there would be a cloud upon the title 
and the property would have ne negetiable 
value, The committee exerted itself to secure 
& lease to continugjuntil Mr. Butler couid be in- 
duced to withdraw his objections, but Mr. Hil- 
ton could not, pending the settlement of exist- 
iug suits, make any lease of mueh duration. 
So the matter remained until very recently, 
when it was learned, through an_ interme- 
diary, that Mr. Butler was reconsidering bis op- 
position and would in all probability withdraw 
it. This was subsequently partly confirmed. 

Meanwhile the club had been considering the 
site ecoupied by the Goelet residence, at the 
southwest-corner of Thirty-seventh-street and 
Fifth-avenue. Negetiations went so far that the 
Messrs. Goelet offered to lease the property to 
the club for aterm of 63 years, with the privi- 
lege of renewal, at arental that was very gener- 
ous tothe club. It was proposed that, were the 
lease concluded, the present building should be 
remodeled and extended to cover the four city 
lots now in the plot, and if need be additional 
property should be leased from the estate to 
have fine grounds about tne building. This plan 
is not yet abandoned andwill not be until all hope 
of obtaining the Stewart house is givenup, a 
possibility which is not now considered, 

During these negotiations the committesc was 
offered the big plot at Thirty-fourth-street and 
Park-avenue. The committee considered, how- 
ever, that it would not become the club to oc- 
oupy 2a house off the main fashionable thorough- 
fare. There is a probability at present that final 
action wlll be taken by the club the first Thurs- 
day in January.

A TICKET SKELIGR MISSING. 


THE NEW-HAVEN ROAD’S GRAND CEN- 
TRAL STATION AGENT GONE. 

Edgar Y. Harris, employed as a ticket 
seller for the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad at the Grand Central Station, has 
been missing since Monday, and it is stated that 
he has taken some of the company’s money 
with him, Harris was at the station Sunday. 
Monday he did not appear. The matter was re- 


ported to Geweral Ticket Agent Hempstead, 
whe sent to the house of Harris, at 112 East 
Forty-seventh-street, ard there learned that he 
was not at home and that his wife did not know 
his whereabouts. 

This created alarm and Controller Kochers- 
perger ef New-Haven was sent for. He at once 
set Assistant Controlier Tomlinson at work on 
the missing man’s books. The examination has 
now been going on since Tuesday forenoon, but 
the officials refuse to give any information as 
to the results. Under what system he could 
have swindled the company the officials refuse 
to say; butaclerk in the auditor’s office said 
that allthe ticket agents had to deposit the 
receipts nightly in a bank, returning a deposit 
slip to the controller at New-Haven. He sug- 
gested that Harris might have forged deposit 
slips for two or three days’ receipts, which 
would have amounted toa snug little sum. The 
atory thata detective has been set to work to 
find Harris is denied by the officfals.

He always was implicitly 
trusted by his empleyers and was a great favor- 
ite among his fellew-employes. He lived with 
his wife and three children in very moderate 
style, and his wife and friends aver that he had 
no outside expensive attachments. 











MISS MATRER’S MANAGER, 
Judge Andrews Tuesday handed down a 
decision holding that Miss Margaret Mather 
must act under the management of J. M. Hill. 
The relations of Miss Mather and Manager Hill 
are, however, not virtually changed, as by 
Judge Andrews’s erder no injunction will be in 


force until the General Term of the Supreme 
Court has passed on the case. As to some of 
the questions involved Judge Andrews intimates 
that he was in doubt, and granted the stay of 
proceedings on his own motion. 

Through the exceeding kindness of Judge An- 
drews’s amenuensis, Mr. Kingsley, Manager 
Hill was furnished with the gist of the decision 
Tuesday afternoon, while counsel for Miss 
Mather and Gilmore & Tompkins, under whose 
management Miss Mather is playing, were ig- 
norant of it. Asanother eourt official put the 
decision in his pocket and forgot it, the result 
was & rgd unintentional suppression of the 
news. Mr. Kingsley gave various explanations 
ef how it happened, but did net admit that he 
had given oust the decision until questioned by 
Judge Andrews, who is in no wise desirous that 
his decisions be suppressed. He then said he 
met Mr. Hill and furnished him with parts of 
the decision from his own notes of it. The mat- 
ter looked a geod deal like an attempt to get 
the decision to interested parties before they 
should learn of it from the newspapers. This 
sort of business might be profitable to the 
amanuenses of the different Judges. Judge An- 
drews gave orders that such decisions be bulle- 
tined in the future and the newspapers enabled 
to get hold of them. 





AN ASSAULT IN OOURT. 
Ex-Alderman Barthelomew F. Kenney, 
once an influential politician of this city, yes- 
terday went over to Part Il. of the Brooklyn 
Supreme Court with his sister-in-law, Miss 


Louise Hoey, who was plaintiff in asuit against 
her cousin, Richard D. Clark, aud while there 
‘was very nearly killed. Miss Hoey was sit- 
ting beside the ex-Alderman and his wife when 
a@ loud shout caused her to jump from her seat. 
As she did so a heavy giass inkstand shot past 
her and struck Mr. Kenney in the forehead. 
The stand was breken into many pieces, andthe 
blood gushed from 4 d6ep gash in the ex-Alder- 
man’s scalp. A physician was summoned, and 
it was at firat thought the injured man’s skull 
was fractured. 

The defendant, Clark, was the man who threw 
the ink well, and he intended to hit the plaintiff. 
He ran frem the court room immediately, and 
none of the officers who pursued him couid 
overtake him. He was arrested later in the 
day on a wurrant issued by Justice Walsh on a 
charge of assauit, and was held for examina- 
tion. There was no Judge on the bench of the 
Supreme Court when the assault took place, and 
ex-Alderman Kenuey was taken to his home in 
a ceach.

EXOISE LAW VIOLATIONS, 


THE REVISION COMMISSION DECIDING 
ON ‘THE PENALTIES. 

The commission appointed to revise the 
excise law atits session yesterday in the Bible 
House began its work by adding skating rinks 
to the list of places of amusement where intexi- 
coating liquors cannot be sold. It was also 
agreod that the value of intoxteating beverages 
sold in quantities of less than five gallons on 
credit and drank on the promises could not be 
recovered as adebt; furthermore, that property 
exempt under the homestead law could not be 


pledged for payment of dobts incurred for 
liquors, 

The ponalty for selling without a license was 
fixed at imprisonment from one to four months 
andatine of from $100 to $1,000. The next 
penalty considered was that for selling distilled 
liquors under an ale and beer license. Dr. 
Crosby thought that more leniency should be 
shewn to an offender of this kind than to one 
who sold intoxicating liquors without any 
license at all. Mr, Stern was opposed to a dis- 
tinction between the two classes of offenders. 
It was finally agreed that the fine for this offense 
should be the samé as that fer selling without a 
license, that the beer license should be revoked 
for three years, and tkat a term of imprison- 
ment not exeeeding 120 days should be fixed at 
the discretion of the Judge. The penalty for 
selling under a storekeeper’s license liquors in 
quantities of less than five gallons, to be drank 
on the premises, was fixed at a fine of not less 
than $100 and not more than $1,000 and a term 
of imprisoument not to exceed four months, to 
be determined by the Judge. 

The question as to the hours of opening and 
closing saloons provoked another prolonged dis- 
cussion. Mr. Thomann proposed as & compromise 
measure that saloons be permitted toopen at 
5 A. M. for half the year and at G A. M. for the 
other half, This was agreed to, and it was de- 
cided that from March 21 to Sept. 21 the hour 
for opening should be 5 A. M., and forthe rest of 
the year it should be 6 A. M. Special licenses 
were next brought up, but as Dr. Crosby said 
that he wanted to make a speech an hour long, 
the committee adjourned until 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. 


BOTTLERS JOIN HANDS. 














THEY BEGIN A CRUSADE AGAINST THEIR 
OLD ENEMIES, 


A meeting of the Bottlers’ Protective 
Union of New-York, Brooklya, avd vicinity will 
be held at 2 o’clock this afternoon in Goerwitz 
Hall, 194 Third-avenue. The bottlers assert 
that they are subjected to great financial loss 
by the illegai sale of bottles by saloon keepers, 
dealers in junk, and others. The union was 
organized about four months ago by six men. 
It grew rapidly, however, and now numbers 
55, and it 1s expected that many new men- 
bers will bo taken in to-day. The union at 
once began prosecuting its work and a junk 
dealer was arrested in Brooklyn about a month 
ago for having 45 bottles in his hands which 
belonged to bottlers. He was convicted and 
sentenced to pay a fine of 50 cents per bottle. 
The bottlers hold that the bottles all belong to 
them and that no one has any right to deal in 
them; that when they deliver beer, soda water, 
or any article which requires a patent bottle 
the bottles do not change ownership. They 
consider themselves justified in prosecuting of- 
fenders by the State law on the subject. 

Several other efforts have been nude during 
the past months to effect an organization among 
the New-Yerk bottlers, but the smaller dealers 
regularly declined to join. The present is the 
first organization that has had any success. 

‘We mean business,’ said a prominent beer 
bottler yesterday, ‘“‘and shall prosecute to the 
fullest extent any person who deals in any bot- 
tles that are duly registered according to the 
law. Weshall sue every one in whose posses- 
sion any registered bottles are held, and when 
suspicion rests on any person search warrants 
will be procured and his premises examined for 
registered bottles.” 

A new question to be diseussed at to-day’s 
meeting ig the necessity of co-operation by the 
union with bottlers in New-Jersey, Connecticut, 
and other States.

HOLLY AND MISTLETOS. 


IMMENSE QUANTITIES IMPORTED FOR 
THE CHRISTMAS TRADE, 

All along Washington and Greenwich 
streets are scores of booths and stores green 
with mistletee and holly in every combination 
and shape that Christmas fancy can suggest. 
Anglomania has very little todo with it, for 
the beauty ef the two is far more than sufficient 
to make them favorites. So this season the 
house whose drawing room and plum pudding 
are not adorned with sprigs of either will be 
so decidedly outot the custom that a Sheriff’s 
jury may be properly called to consider the 
matter, 

Recently almost every steamer from England 
has brought a hundred or more cases of mistle- 


toe, and this will keep up almost to Christmas 
Evo, for the sale of “greens” continues to 
boom until then. Some unfortunate importers 
have consignments come all the way up to 
New Year’s, but theso are usually made use of 
as means for kindling refractery kitchen fires 





and the like, having no commercial value,’ 


There has been of late considerable loss sus- 
tained by the importers, Owing, to the heat 
within the steamers’ holds the mistletoe and 
holly have either withered or mildewed, so that 
it ia quite a surprise if, out of a consignment of 
100 cases containing from 80 to 90 pounds 
each, there are more than 30 cases marketabie, 
One importer lust all but three cases out ofa 
consignment of 100, suifering abouts $700 loss 
through the carelessness of the shippers. : 

As nearly as can be ascertained about 2,700 
cases of mistletoe have been pussed through the 
Custom House this season. They are valued at 
about $80 each, making a tota) of over $200,000. 
The perishable nature of this investment may 
be understood when it is known that exposed to 
dry, warm atmosphere the mistletoe becomes 
more brittle than gelatine films and breaks 
under the slightest pressure. An attempt has 
been made to grow it in this country, but with- 
out suceess, the mistletoe of Tennessee, a very 
inferior specimen of the parasite, being practi- 
cally the only kind that thrives hers. 

Great quantities of holly are native, being 
brought from the northern partof the State, 
Maine, New-Hampsbire, and Vermont at a smail 
cost. Some, too, is imported, but not very 
much. The prices for mistletoe are a trifle 
higher than they were last season, for it re- 
quires 25 cents to purchase a very ordinary- 
looking bunch, while a fine specimen with the 
original branch upon which the parasite clings 
costs $1 50 and $2. The holly is much cheaper. 
Pretty wreaths, red berries and all, may be 
bought for $1 50 a dozen or from 15 to 25 cents 
each. More elaborate designs, such as stars, 
mottoes, and the like, cost proportionately, but 
whatever may be the retail price, the purchaser 
may be contident that he is paying just double 
what the decoration was charged for by the 
wholesaler.
